Heath attack on EEC 
tactics by Britain

Strong criticism of Britain’s 
negotiating stance at the meet¬ 
ing in Dublin of European Eco¬ 
nomic Community leaders over 
the country’s budgetary contri¬ 
bution to the Community was 
made last night by Mr Edward 
Heath, the former Conservative 
Prime Minister. - 

Hie implication of his speech 
was char Mrs Margaret Thatcher 
(.had made a misjudgment In her 
tqctical. approach .to Britain’s 
partners. 

. Mr Heatb to!d a a meeting in 
London“I believe that the 
seriousness with which the 
British treated this budgetary 
problem would have been more 
credible to our partners if we 
had put forward specific pro¬ 
posals for more Community 
spending in Britain, preferably 
of a sort that would benefit the 
European Economic Community 
as a whole.” 

The Government had indi¬ 
cated that it saw increased 
Community spending in Britain 
as one way of contributing to 
a solution ro the problem. “Yet 
to my knowledge, no *uch pro¬ 
posals were put forward, either 
at the Dublin summit or since ”, 
he said. 

Conservative MPs will un¬ 
doubtedly inrerprec his remarks 
as an oblique criticism of the 
Prime Minister although her 


name was mentioned in bis 
speech at Chatham House, on 
the occasion of the Adolf 
Ben tine k Prize. 


. While Mr Heath expressed 
full understanding as to why 
the Europeans had rejected the 
Community’s 19S0 Budget, there 
appeared little in his speech 
which supported the British 
Government’s stance. 


He questioned tbe position 
adopted by the Government at 
a meeting of Council ministers., 
. **Our partners must be ask-' 
inp themselves- how ' sincere 
Britain can be in her argent 
demands for reform of the 
common agricultural policy and 
for a more equitable distribu¬ 
tion of die Budget if ministers 
vote against the Parliament’s 
cuts in agricultural spending”, 
he said. 

“ Our veto must have been 
made all the more perplexing 
to them by the fact that a 
British vote for rbe Parliament’s 
amendments would have en¬ 
sured the adoption 

“ A. strong British lead in 
creating an effective common 
energy policy would greatly im¬ 
prove. the negotiating atmo¬ 
sphere as well as being in our 
own interest. It should include 
more generous arrangements for 
the preferential supply of North 
Sea oil to pur Community part¬ 
ners in times of emergency, 


Tbe Saudis are continuing 
their axtenroLs to moderate the 
effects of sharp price increases 
on ivestero economies. Shaikh 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the oil 
minister, is refusing ro add to 
his price of S24 a barrel at 
this meeting and has said be 
will hold it for longer than tbe 
first quarter of 1980. 

Shaikh Yamani has also said 
that Saudi Arabia will continue 
to supply an extra one million 
barrels a dav above its desired 
long-term limit of 8.5 million 
barrels a day. 

The Saudis, the world’s larg¬ 
est oil producers, clearly hope 
that as the world recession 
gathers pace next year, prices 
demanded by the “hawks” will 
become too high to be main¬ 
tained and all Opec countries 
will come into line at the next 
conference. 

But for the time being pric¬ 
ing remains out of control. 
Libya has already raised its 
prices to S30 a barrel back¬ 
dated to November 1 and 
appears to be pressing for Opec 
to agree to a benchmark price 
of S34 from January 1. 

Iran has alsn confirmed that 
it has raised its prices by 55 
a barrel backdated to December 
1 to a level of S28.50. 

Algeria, which with Libya and 
Nigeria, produces a quality of 
light crude similar to output 
from the North Sea. has said 
; it intends to maintain its 
differential of $5,50 over the 
Saudi “marker 

This makes it almost certain 
that the price for North Sea oil 
charged by the British National 
OH Corporation will rise to more 
than 530 a barrel by January 1- 

So far seven of Cpecs 13 
members have announced firm 
price rises and two others have 
'made it clear that they intend 
to pur their prices up in line 
with increases by other mem¬ 
bers.

out” conditions. His friends re¬ 
turned safely. 

Five people were rescued in 
two other mountain incidents. 
Two climbers were found 2,8(K)ft 
up on Ben More afrer spending 
a night on the mountain. One. 
who had a back" injury, was 
rescued by belicoprer. The 
OLher-ivas guided to safety. 

Three other men—including 
a rescuer suffering from hypo¬ 
thermia were recovering in hos- 
hospiut last night after another 
incident on tbe same mountain. 

In Glasgow, a falling tree in 
the Thornliebank area trapped 
a man in his car. and two roads 
were closed when a building 
collapsed. . 


Take-offs and landings at 
Glasgow airport were left to 
the discretion of pilots. 

Police in the west of Scotland 
were inundated with reports of 
trees, lamp standards and scaf¬ 
folding being blown down and 
buildiugs being damaged. 

Several minor roads in Scot¬ 
land were blocked by fallen 
trees, and heavy snow in pares 
of west Scotland added to 
motorists' difficulties. 

There was also snow and 
slush on the M 62 in Leeds 
and speed" on most motorways 
in the north of England was 
restricted to 40 or 50 mph. 
Eigbt buildings were damaged 
in Northumberland,, where 
police stopped some h’igh-sided 
loads from using roads.

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Choice of Stansted as 


airport for London 
likely to reopen battle

The choice by the Govern¬ 
ment yesterday of Stansted as 
tiie site for an expanded sir- 
port for London able to handle 
up to 50 million, passengers a 
year by the turn of the century 
is likely to cause a bhter en¬ 
vironmental battle. 

While residents near the 
other five short-listed sites for 
rhe third London airport ex¬ 
pressed relief, conservation 
groups in the picturesque towns 
and villages in the rolling agri¬ 
cultural country around Stan¬ 
sted prepared last night to fight 
tbe decision. 

One of their main arguments 
at a lengthy planning inquiry 
into, the expansion of Stansted 
which is ro open next year is 
that the site has already been 
chosen on two occasions since 
the ivar and then rejected. 

The choice of Stansted as 
third London airport in all but 
name was announced to die 
Commons yesierday by Mr John 
Notr, Secretary of State for 
Trade, in a sweeping review of 
airports policy designed to 
settle up to the year 2000 a 
problem which has bedevilled 
successive governments for 
decades. 

His main points were : there 
will be a fourth terminal at 
Heathrow, but no fifth ter¬ 
minal ; no second runway at 
Gatwick; and a new terminal 
building or Stansted, with the 
purchase of 1,500 acres of addi¬ 
tional land and improvements 
to access roods, to enable that 
airport to handle up ro 15 mil¬ 
lion passengers a year, and the 
“ safeguarding *’ of an addi¬ 
tional 2,500 acres to provide 
for a second runway and further 
terminal capecity. 

Added to the exiting 900 
acres of Stansted. the two new 
parcels of land would result in 
Stansted covering 4.900 acres 
(compared with the 2,800 acres 
of Heaihrtrw). 

Mr Nott raid the House: 
"Our- aim would be that the 
owners of residential and agri¬ 
cultural property in this wider 
area (the 2,500 acres) should 
have the opportunity of either 
continuing ro live or farm there, 
pending any possible require¬ 
ment for this additional land, 
or of selling their property at 
an un blighted value ro the 
British Airports Authority.” 

The cost of developing 
Stansted up to 15 million 
passengers will be £385ra. most 
of which will- be financed by 
the airports authority, which 
already operates Stansted with 
300,000 passengers a year.

“ Onr view on the evidence 
so far available is that none o£ 
the greenfield sites meets rheas 
requirements. We recognize 
that Maplin has certain advant¬ 
ages. 

“ Bur ... a commitment of 
over Cl.UUOm would involve 
venr serious risks which are 
unjustified when we cannot be 
certain that an airparr nf such 
a size might be needed.”

15 million passengers could be 
complete in eigbt years. 

Plans are well advanced 
within the airports authority 
to develop the fourth Heathrow 
terminal at a cost of over 
£100m. But rhere will he severe 
restrictions on its use.

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Labour leaders agree 
to repeal picket and 
closed shop legislation

Labour Party leaders gave a 
practically unqualified pledge 
yesterday to repeal the Govern¬ 
ment's forthcoming legislation 
on the closed shop and second¬ 
ary-wickering as soon as they 
get, back into , power. 

. Mr James Callaghan. Oppo¬ 
sition leader, and senior mem¬ 
bers of the Shadow Cabinet 
gave their promise at a meet¬ 
ing of the TUC'Labour Party 
Liaison Committee on the day 
thar MPs began the second 

reading of the Employment 
Bill. 

Labour politicians and union 
leaders, agreed that the Bill 
would impede the promotion of 
improved industrial relations, 
and “ do nothing to help to 
solve the pressing problems of 
improving productivity, invest¬ 
ment and collective bargaining 
procedures 

There was no serious criti¬ 
cism from the Opposition front 
bench spokesmen to a TUC 
background paper giving a 
clause-by-clause rebuttal of the 
Bill introduced by Mr 'James 
Prior, Secretary of State for 
Employment, less than two 
weeks ago. 

The agreed statement, said In 
full: “ The representatives of 
the Labour Party indicated that 
the party would be strongly 
opposing the Bill in Parliament 
and that the next Labour 
Government would repeal the 
Bill’s damaging measures, if 
enacted, and would consult with 


the TUC in order to - reach 
agreement on the establishment 
of legal rights for workers and 
unions in an improved form.” 

That form of words meets the 
TUC's demand that Labour 
politicians should give them a 
“ firm commitment “ to repeal 
the forthcoming legislation in 
consultation with rhe unions. ’ 

The phrase “the Bill's 
damaging measures ” is deliber¬ 
ately ambiguous. , but the 
ambiguiry js explained as a 
device to meet the desire of 
some union leaders to sustain 
state financial support for 
unions that conduct secret 
ballots as part of their normal 
industrial and democratic 
activity. 

Mr Terence Duffy, president 
of the Amalgamated Union of 
Engineering Workers, declared 
his support for public aid for 
secret ballots at yesterday’s 
meeting, and that provision is 
likely to be continued by a 
future Labour Government.' 

The circumstances surround¬ 
ing Mr Callaghan's pledge of 
a repeal of rhe Tory employ¬ 
ment laws are very different 
from the similar exercise con¬ 
ducted over the Heath Govern¬ 
ment's Industrial Relations Act 
of 1971. There was no TUC- 
Labour Party Liaison Commit¬ 
tee when the Bill was intro¬ 
duced, and Labour leaders 
were not asked lor and did not 
offer repeal of the legislation. 

It took several years before 
the ** social contract ” between 
the Shadow Cabinet and the 
TUC took shape. 


‘No breach of security’

Bill creeps 


in .

The Employment Bill, her¬ 
alded by Labour and the TUC 
as the greatest threat to fre* 
speech since the Spanish Inqui¬ 
sition, and by Conservatives as 
the legislation that would put 
right most, if not all; that was 
wrong with the nation’s indus¬ 
trial relations, crept meekly 
into the.Commons yesterday for 
its second reading, with about 
as much fury as a dragon that 
has lost its puff.

Mr James Prior, Secretary or 
State for Employment, pre¬ 
sented his opening speech in 
the midst of an almost total 
silence from back benches on 
both sides of tbs House. 

The Secretary of State 
claimed yesterday that the new 
legislation was neither doctrin¬ 
aire nor draconian, and was not 
designed to clobber die unions. 
Indeed, as Mr Prior proceeded 
to reveal bis proposals for deal¬ 
ing with the closed shop and 
secondary picketing, it was a 
little difficult to discover what 
exactly the BiU would do. 

_ It was equally difficult to 
find out what orerisely Mr 
Varley was so concerned about. 
As for the demand from trade 
union leaders that Labour 
should give a promise to repeal 
the legislation hook, line and 
sinker as soon as they had the 
(rawer to do so. he gave about 
as equivocal an answer as it is 
possible to do 

As for Mr Pryor bis most 
difficult task was to explain 
how the Government would be 
handling the awkward situation 
arising out of the House of 
Lords ruling last week in 
favour of the journalists who 
“ blacked ” Press Association

What it ali boiled down to 
was the expectation that an 
amendment to deal with at un- 
forunate hiccuo over secondary 
picketing would be introduced 
into the Sill at its committee 
stage.

Mr Jenkin plans to make payment of 
sickness benefits an employer’s duty

Government proposals to 
make employers pay sick pay 
will be published in a Green 
Paper next spring. Mr Patrick 
Jenkin, Secretary of State for 
Social Services. announced 
in a parliamentary written 
reply yesterday. 

The proposals would save a 
substantial proportion of the 
cost of sickness benefits, 
running at about £650m a year, 
but could not be implemented 
before April, 3981, at the 
earliest. 

The proposals were con¬ 
demned as “ another attack on 
the national insurance scheme ’* 
by the Trades Union Congress, 
but the Confederation of 
British Industrv declined to 
comment until the Green Paper 
js published. The Child Poverty 
.Action Group was concerned 
that tbe proposals would under¬ 
mine clear rights to sickness 
benefit and to independent 
appeals. 

Mr Jenkin said in bis written 
answer that it did nor seem 
sensible that employees could 
be better off sick than in work 
because sickness benefit wav 
not taxable. More than 80 per 
cent of employees had some 
sickness cover from their em¬ 
ployers, a large number of 
them through full wages or full 
wages less sickness benefit. 


He was therefore consider¬ 
ing proposals for legislation to 
place a duty on employers to 
pay an amount of sick pay 
“roughly equating to the aver¬ 
age” paid in sickness benefit. 
Such sick pay would be tax¬ 
able. but employers’ liability 
would be limited to the first 
eight weeks in any tax year. 

Mr Jenkin said the proposed 
scheme would apply to all 
employers, and cover all em¬ 
ployees except those outside 
national insurance cover. 
Employers would not be re¬ 
quired to pay for the first three 
days of sickness, and separate 
spells of three days or less 
would not be linked for sick 
pay purposes. There would be 
a similar change to the national 
insurance rules. 

Sickness benefit would be 
available, subject to contribu¬ 
tion conditions, for people 
whose sickness in any tax year 
lasted longer than eight weeks 
and for those not covered by 
rhe scheme. The seff-eraployed 
would continue to qualify for 
national insurance sickness 
benefit. 

Employers would be compen¬ 
sated for the extra cost involred 
by a reduction in their national 
insurance contributions, Mr 
Jenkin said. There would be 
consideration for the difficulties 
small firms might face. 

The proposals would relieve 
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the national insurance scheme 
of die cost of a large proportion 
of sickness benefit, since two 
thirds of claimants received the 
benefit for rwo weeks or less, 
and 90 per cent claim for six 
weeks or less. 

Mr Peter; Jacques, secretary 
of the_ social insurance and 
industrial welfare department 
of the TUC, said last night thar 
the proposals were another 
attempt by the Government to 
break up the national insurance 
scheme. 

“ Who will deride whether 
the worker is sick and who will 
pay for the medical certificate?" 
he asked. *' I hope the sick 
worker will not be asked to 
pay-" 

Workers should be allowed a 
reduction in their narional 
insurance contributions if the 
proposals went through, particu¬ 
larly since they were likely to be 
worse off under them, Mr 
Jacques said. 

Miss Ruth Lister, director of 
the Child Poverty Action Group, 
said she was not opposed to the 
principle raxing sickness benefit; 
provided it came after more 
fundamental reforms of the tax 
system to rase the threshold 
for low-income families. 

She vi-as also concerned that 
some small companies might 
find it difficult to pay and that 
sick workers would find ir more 
difficult to obtain their rights.

Civil Service 
jobs threat

The spectre of job cuts in 
the Civil Service if pay settle¬ 
ments are higher titan the cash 
limbs .fixed by the Government 
was raised by senior civil ser¬ 
vants last night.

IRA kills ninth prison officer this year

The Provisional IRA claimed 
responsibility for the murder 
yesterday of the ninth prison 
officer this vear, bringing to 
nearly 2,000 the number of dead 
in the past 10 years of civS 

strife. 

Mr William Wilson, aged 3a. 
was shot jjust after 1 pm as he 
walked from Crumlin Road jail 
to hi® local chib on the junction 
with Century Street. He is the 
seventeenth prison officer to die 
since the fRA declared rhem to 
be “legitimate targets' 1 three 
years ago in support of political 
status for terrorist offenders. 

Since the summer oF 1969 
1,992 people have died. The

. ’'Mr Abolliassan Safleq walked 
into the Iranian Ministry of 
National- Guidance this morning 
With the' pained expression of 
a headmaster forced at last‘to 
deal with a persistently unruly 
class: It was-clear an expulsion 
or two was in the air. 

The Ministry, whose disturb¬ 
ing title sounds' less Orwellian 
in-the Persian-language, con* 
tains an -underground auditor¬ 
ium, that looks uncomfortably 
like a school balk and there we 
waited to hear -the worst. 

Mr Sadeq, . Director of 
Foreign Press-ar the Ministry, 
took has place at a desk on a 
small podium and stared, down 
at ns severely. 

“I want to share' with you 
.a bit of agony we going 
through with regard to .the 
■foreign media”, he . began. 
“ With great, displeasure, we 
are expelling the entire Time 
i magazine crew from Iran.” 
i It mattered little that the 
“entire” staff of Time in the 
country numbered just mo. In 
the minds of many foreign 
.correspondents, the . Iranian 
Government -was growing more 


sensitive to critical reports In 
the overseas press. 

This was nor how Mr Sadeq 
saw thing?. Thera were more 
than 300 foreign journalists in 
Tran from mare than 30 coun¬ 
tries. be said, and they were 
free to travel and write what 
they wanted. But Time had gone 
too far. 

He flourished a bunch of 
front covers from the offending 
magazine, one of which carried 
Ayatollah Khomeini's assertion 
that “ America is the great 
Satan Another copy carried 
an unflattering portrait of the 
Imam. 

“Since the problem oF 
hostages has come up,” Mr 
Sadeq said, waving the latest 
issue of Time in his hand, 
“this has done nothing bur 
arouse the hatred of the 
American people. The front 
covers have been like a 
hammer on the brain. The 
magazine has created some 
vary irrational reaction on 
behalf of the American 
penole.” 

However, Time has,not been 
the only news organization to 
feel Iranian wrath in recent 
weeks. Eight days ago Mr Alex 
Eftyyoulos, « correspondent fot 


the Associated Press, was 
. expelled far allegedly distorting 
news of the rioting in the 
Azerbaijan provincial capital 
of Tabriz. 

The British have also fallen 
foul of Iranian anger. Ten days 
ago Mr Enayai Ettehad, of 
National Iranian Radio and 
Television, was sitting in a 
London hotel watching BBC 
-television news when he saw a 
report from Tehran about the 
condition of American hostages 
held in the United Scares em¬ 
bassy. 

Mr Keith 'Graves, a senior 
BBC reporter, described in un¬ 
pleasant derail bow the hos¬ 
tages had their hands bound 
with rope and were forbidden 
to talk to each other or receive 
news from tbe outside world. 

Mr Ettehad immediately tele¬ 
phoned Tehran and instructed 
Iranian television to refuse BBC 
crews any further use of satel¬ 
lite facilities. For mare than a 
week now—even though the 
American networks are allowed 
to beam programmes live into 
the United States from Tehran 
—the BBC has been forced to 
ship all Us film unprocessed by 
air to London, where it usually 
arrives a day late. 


Although Mr Ettehad claimed 
today that he had taken excep¬ 
tion to four separate news re¬ 
ports, it is clear that a major 
item of contention is the BBC's 
Persian-language service, which 
has a wide audience in Iran. 

Mr Sadeq indirectly acknow¬ 
ledged this himself when he 
brandished a sheaf or papers 
and said that complaints about 
the BBC's Persian service were 
arriving in his office from “ all 
over Iran 

The American broadcasting 
stations did not escape. Mr 
Sadeq complained that the 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
bad compared the embassy 
students with the Baader- 
Meinhof terrorist gang, and 
that the American Broadcasting 
Company had interrupted an 
interview with the student? 
wirh a Stare Department 
analysis n that would make any 
Iranian look like an idiot”. 

Mr Sadeq was confident abnut 
his broadsides. He loudly 
referred to the fact rhar one 
of the Time correspondents had 
once worked fnr the American 
Central Intelligence Agency, 
“■yet still I let him into Iran ”, 
he said. 

He was referring to Mr Bruce 


Van Voorst, who worked as a 
research officer in Washington 
for the CIA in the late 1950s. 
However, since Time has just 
secured an interview with 
Ayatollah Khomeini—the maga¬ 
zine will apparently make him 
their “Man of the Year”—Mr 
Van Voorst is not likely to 
worry too much about Mr 
Sadeq's remark. 

To be fair to Mr Sadeq, there 
ha< been no foreign press cen¬ 
sorship in Tran and overseas 
correspondents are allowed to 
travel where they wish and 
write whatever they want with- 
nut •‘guidance'’ from the 
Ministry. At no rime, for in¬ 
stance, ha* The Times been pre¬ 
vented from reporting on any I 
subject. 

Mr Sadcq’s department has j 
also just proposed a revision to 
Article 11 of the country's press j 
laws, the controversial clause 
that holds foreign correspon¬ 
dents iesponsiblc for everything 
that appears in their news¬ 
papers. 

But there is sometimes a 
pettiness about the Govern¬ 
ment’c resnonse to overseas 
press coverage, a gut reaction 
springing from patriotic anger 
rather than forethought.

Revolutions and civ3 wars 
rarely inspire great art. 
Picasso's “Guernica”, Mexican 
revolutionary painting and 
perhaps two of the Soviet 
realist portraits of Lenin are 
possible exceptions to this 
general rule. 

- Iran's revolution has been so 
sudden and so uncompromising 
that until now it has produced 
little more than wall posters 
of Ayatollah Khomeini triumph¬ 
ing over the Shah, a mixture of 
Breughel-like simplicity and 
comic-strip allegory. - 
. But the Tehran Museum of 
Contemporary Art, a domed 
concrete structure originally 
owned by.:the Pablavi Founda¬ 
tion, has just opened an exhibi¬ 
tion of Iranian revolutionary art 
that could attract the interest 
of international critics.. 

The paintings and sketches— 
many of them by university 
students but several by estab¬ 
lished Iranian artists—dwell 
almost exclusively on the last 
days of the Shah’s rule and the 
theme of martyrdom. Many are 
naive .in content but others 
transmute European influence 
and traditional Iranian style 
into works of orighsality. 

Attendance at the museum 
has doubled since the exhibition 
was staged and visitors include 
every age group. It is not diffi¬ 
cult to see why. 

; A five-year-old can under¬ 
stand the imagery of the great 
canvas that bangs', just inside ~ 
the foyer, a - panorama of 
violent street demonstrations 
panned by Manochar Salar- 
Zadeh in which imperial 
soldiers, their faces laughing 
and distorted like the figures 
of Munch, - confront hundreds 

I of’ people. 

. Workers, mullahs, veiled 
women, intellectuals and revo¬ 
lutionaries stand beneath the 
red ; flag of socialism and the

green flag of Islam, bearing 
aloft a martyr whose body is 
sheathed in .white cloth and 
whose head has fallen to one 
side. 

For hundreds of years, 
martyrdom has been an.essen¬ 
tial historic theme in Persian 
art. Elsewhere in the museum, 
old miniatures portray the 
death of Imam Hussein, tbe 
grandson'of. the Prophet who 
was killed- at tbe battle of 
KerbaJa. His corpse, shrouded 
in white and mourned by black- 
veiled women, is carried by his 
followers. 

, In another panorama, this 
time by AJkhas, a Tehran Uni¬ 


versity teacher, a crowd is sur¬ 
rounded bv skeletons, skulls. 


rounded by skeletons, skulls, 
bones and smashed rib-cages 
are piled in heaps around the 
figure of a martyr while a 
woman holds out the blue- 
swaddled figure of a child. 

Habib Sadeghi painted in 
secret before tbe revolution and 
one of his works contains all 
the horrors of a medieval 
Flemish triptych of hell. 

It is not great art. Tormented 
bodies writhe in pain amid un¬ 
buried dead while men flee 
from the side of the picture. In 
the centre, a woman screams 
with pain as a knife is thrust 
into her stomach. 


Inevitably, the powerful 
tvorks are less dramatic in 
theme. A magnificent canvas by 
Palangi depicts Iran’s rural 
migration to the cities, an his¬ 
torical event which ultimately 
turned much of the population 
against the Shah 

In a style strongly reminis¬ 
cent of "Kokoschka, “Migra¬ 
tion " shows a line of wraith¬ 
like men and women walking 
hopelessly across a dark land¬ 
scape. 

Undoubtably the most strik¬ 
ing work is by a female artist. 
Fa rail Notash.’ It bears no title 
bur shows a group of women in 
black veils waiting for news of 


their husbands and sons who 
have been imprisoned by the 
Shah. 

They scare at the viewer, 
their faces expressionless and 
their clothes—their whole 
bodies—blown by the wind. 

In the very centre of this dark- 
huddle is a woman holding a 
child inside her veil. AH that is 
risible of the infant is its tiny 
arm which reaches up towards 
the mother's face. The child is 
obviously wearing a crimson 
jacket but the arm appears 
blood-red. 

Iranian painters, however, 
have clearly experienced diffi¬ 
culty in keeping their bitterness 


in check. Nilofar Gadcri-Nczad's 
" Young Revolutionary ” is of a 
student, his face contorted with 
rage, standing beside shrouded 
corpses. 

Less effective, though in their 
way more disturbing, are 
Bahi-am Palari's comic-srrip 

G ainrmys in which shrouded 
odies hang in the sky, their 
throats running with blood 
while crude portraits of Dr 
Kissinger. President Carter and 
General Dayan depict them 
watching the Shah's female 
relatives entertaining their 
lovers. 

It may be a while before such 
mutations are abandoned.

The Savior Union is building 
its first nuclear powered attack 
aircraft carrier, marking a 
major step forward in Moscow's 
plan to assemble a powerful 
deep water navy, according ro 
defence officials here. 

They said ihat the head of 
the Soviet flavy. Admiral Sergei 
I Gorshkov, recently acknow¬ 
ledged to American diplomats 
in Moscow that the ship was 
under construction. There had 
been rumours. 

Naval experts said the ship 
would be similar in size to the 
United Srares carrier Forrestal, 
which displaces 78,000 tons 
when fully loaded and carrying 
S5 aircraft. The Soviet Union 
has two 43,000-ton carriers and 
two more are being built. 

The experts expected the 
Soviet Union to build four or 
five of the large aircraft car¬ 
riers and to surround them with 
other warships lo form bairic 
groups, in the American man¬ 
ner, tn project Soviet naval 
power anvwhere in the world. 

Officials also disclosed other 
recent developments that add 
to the Soviet Union’s transfor¬ 
mation of Its navy from a 
coastal defence Force to a 
worldwide ocean going navy. 


_ The developments included 
simultaneous construction of 
four new classes ot nuclear 
powered cruisers, one a 30.000- 
ton vessel. The largesr 5oviet 
cruiser, at present, displaces 
15,000 tons. 

Sea trials are being held of 
the Alpha submarine, which has 
a titanium hull allowing it to 
dire to more than 2,000ft—twice 
the depth achieved by an Ameri¬ 
can submarine—and to steam at 
42 knots, faster than any Ameri¬ 
can vessel. 

Construction of a new class 
of large, heavily-armed logistics 
era Ft will enable Soviet war¬ 
ships to operate far from home 
wirhout reliance on foreign 
bases. 

There is heavy capital invest¬ 
ment in rhe expansion and re¬ 
furbishing of shipyards, which 
is the most indicative of Soviet 
intentions ro expand its navy-. 
Only about half of the present 
capacity of these shipyards is 
being used. 

To overcome the drawback nf 
her ice-bound ports, the Soviet 
Union has built a 40.000-ton re¬ 
plenishment' ship, rhe Berezina, 
as large as any in the American 
fleet and naval experts here say 
they have evidence that two 
more will be built.—New York 
Times News Service. 


Warsaw Mass for victims

Warsaw, Dec 17.—About 1,000 
people packed a Warsaw church 
tonight to honour the memory 
of Polish workers who were 
killed in food price riots cine 
years ago. 

Polico arrested Mr Adam 
Michnik, a prominent dissident 
historian, outside the Francis¬ 
can Frizrris church in an attempt 
to silence the demonstration fnr 
the victims of the bloody 
uprising. 

Dissident sources said Mr 
Michnik was later released by 
police. He was the sevenry- 
sixth dissident detained by 
police in a week-long round-up 
preceding the anniversary-, _ 

As unofficial, opposition 
groups prespared for the 
memorials last week, police 
detained more than 10U persons. 
Some were released within the 
legal limit of 4R hours but most 
others were still in custody 
Dissidents had advertised the 


Roman Catholic service at the 
Franciscan friars’ church as a 
requiem Mass for the workers 
who died in the rioting in 
Poland's Baltic port cities. The 
service turned out to be a 
nurmal Advent Mass, and the 
officiating priest made no men¬ 
tion .of workers shot by police 
on orders of Roland’s com¬ 
munist leaders. 

After the Mass ended, a dissi¬ 
dent stood up in church and 
called on Poles to cherish the 
memory of rhe dead workers 

Tomorrow, dissidents planned 
to lay a wreath at the shipyard 
gate in Gdansk, where workers 
proclaimed nine years ago that 
they would fight against the 
food price increases. 

Miss Anka Kowalka, speaking 
for the dissidents, said '14,f>00 
posters were put up in Warsaw 
ro advertise the Masses and

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Seychelles tense as 
bishops are denied 
access to detainees

Business is depressed and 
although hotels are fully booked 
with tourists for the Christmas 
reason there are fears that die 
tourist industry, mainstay of 
rhe Seychelles economy, will 
suffer in the New Year.. 

The Anglican Bishop, the 
Right. Rev French - Chang-Him, 
and the Roman Catholic Bishop, 
Mgr Felix Paul, took the excep¬ 
tional step of issuing a letter 
saying they have been unable 
to -discover how many people 
have been detained and that 
they have been denied access 
to.the prison.

The letter is published in the 
Roman Catholic newspaper, 
L’Echo des Isles. It fills the 
back page of the latest issue. 

It was learned today that the 
names of 87 people detained 
had been smuggled out of the 
main prison in Mah£ and that 
the list had already been sup¬ 
plied to Amnesty International 
in London. Amnesty is under¬ 
stood to be approaching the 

Seychelles Government for in-, 
formation on the situation. 

The list includes Mr Chanery 
Chetty, a former Seychelles 
Finance Minister Mr Gilbert 
Hoarau, the Chief Immigration 
Officer, and Mr Bernard Ver- 
laque, editor of the independent 
newspaper Weekend Life. Ail 
are Seychelloise except for a 
French subject, M Jacques 
Chevalereau. who- -was an 
adviser to the Seychelles police. 

One man who was detained, 
Mr Albert Bedier, has been re¬ 
leased and is now in London. 
He said he was given no reason 
for bis arrest and detention for¬ 
th ree weeks, and was never 
interrogated about the alleged 
coup plot. 

He added rhat only about 35 
or 20 of Lhe detainees had been 
interrogated, mainly in efforts 
to find those responsible for a 
number of anonymous leaflets 
attacking the Rene Government 
which nave been widely dis¬ 
tributed.

A controversial amendment 
to, the Israel's abortion laws 
was pushed through the Knesset 
today by 58 votes to 53. 

The amendment was forced 
on* Mr Menachem Begin, the 
Prime Minister, by a handful of 
ultra-orthodox deputies. They 
threatened to withdraw then- 
support unless the coalition 
ended the right of Israeli 
women to secure legal abortions 
for social reasons. 

A month-ago the coalition 
came close to collapse when it 
failed to secure the first read¬ 
ing of the Bill after a tied voce 
of 54 to 54. As a result, Mr 
Begin took a political, gamble 
and ma'de die issue a'.vote-of 
confidence in his Government. 

As tbe packed public galleries 
of the Knesset indicated, to¬ 
day’s debate was felt to have 
a significance far beyond the 
single topic of abortion. For 
many people the real issue was 
the increasingly pervasiv influ¬ 
ence on Israeli society of the 
vlrra-religious minority. 

Reform of'rhe abortion laws 
was one of 36 religiously-moti¬ 
vated demands made by the 
Agudat Israel party when it 
agreed to back the coalition 
after rhe 1977 election. It has 
already secured a lew permit¬ 


ting religious women to avoid 
national service, and now plans 
to press hard for legislation 
which will make it much more 
difficult for doctors tn carry out 
post-mortem examinations. 

The growing political influ¬ 
ence of orthodox politicians, 
many of them rabbis, is causing 
resentment. This afternoon at 
the Knesset demonstrators 
chanted the slogan “down with 
Khomeiniism ” at orthodox 
jews arriving to attend the 
debate in their long black coats 
and black hats. 

After the result was announ¬ 
ced, Mrs SHulamir Aloni. a dep¬ 
uty representing the civil rights 
movement, told reporters: 
“This vote has shown that our 
nation is now run by tbe ultra- 
orthodox. who are anri-zionist. 
That is the real shame. They 
laid down rhe law and Begin’* 
coalition has obeyed their com¬ 
mand." 

The women who will be 
affected by the change in the 
law will mostly be from the 
lower income groups. An indi¬ 
cation of the public mood on 
opinion poll published this 
the issue was shown in an 
morning. Of rhose questioned 
73 per cent came out against 
the amendment compared with 
only 20 per cent in favour.

Moscow Jews see first Yiddish theatre since Stalin

Moscow, Dec 17 

The past two weeks have 

seen an event of enormous sig¬ 
nificance and pride for Jews 
in Moscow. For the first time 
vincc rhe Stalinist era an 
authentic Jewish rheatre group 
has been allowed to perform 
works written and sune in Yid¬ 
dish to capacijy audiences in 
central Moscow theatres. 

The ' group is the Jewish 
Musical Theatre, founded two 
years ago in Birobidjan, the 
Jewish autonomous reginn in 
iht> far oast of the Sorier 
Union. In spite of initial oppo¬ 
sition from senior party offi¬ 
cials, it has been allowed to 
come to Moscow on a tnur of 
Soviet cities with large Jewish 
populations. 

The two works, an opera 
called A Block Bridle For The 
White More , and -a more light- 
hearted musical review called 
Let'S All Do It Together , have 
been widely .praised by the 
Soviet press. The group has 
been hailed as an " important 
milestone in ;foe. cultural life 
r.f the multinational Russian 
federation by tiw mfluential 

head'of .fo® Rus aan 

Union of Writers, and there 


have been indications that the 
group has received the official 
blessing of the cultural authori¬ 
ties at the highest level. 

There have been only half a 
dozen performances of the two 
works, and the audiences, over¬ 
whelmingly Jewish, have been 
enraptured. Clapping as tradi¬ 
tional Jtwish dances were seen 
on stage for the first time in 
many years, they gave the 

troupe prolonged and emotional 
applause. 

A number nf well-known 
Jewish activists and dissidents 
attended. One, Professor Alex¬ 
ander Lerncr. said he thought 
some specifically Jeimh fea¬ 
tures in the musical review had 
been toned down, but it was .still 
a happy and recognizably 
vibrant expression of Jewish 
culture. 

The group is giving a special 
performance for officials of 
Gosknnsert, the monopoly im- 
pressario organization that 
licenses Soviet productions for 
tour overseas. 

The theatre is really the 
creation of one man. Mr Yuri 
Shcrllng, a- young former 
Bolshoi bullet dancer and 
choreographer- As-a member of 
the Bolshoi, he was increas¬ 


ingly ■ worried by the assimila¬ 
tion of Soviet Jews and the 
rapid disappearance of their 
traditional culture. 

He decided to found a group 
flint would revive the use of 
Yiddish—now spoken by very 
few Soviet -Jews, even though 
a magazine in Yiddish still 
exists—and create a troupe that 
could compare with those of 
rhe Georgians.

the outcome of the survey. 

Mrs Oppcnheim (Gloucester. C)—I 
am considering tec interesting 
resulrs of the origin marking 
surveys carried out for us by tee 
National Union of Townswomen's 
Guilds and by the National Con¬ 
sumer Council as part of my 
review of policy in this area. 

Cutlery was among the Items . 
included in these surveys. I will 
make a statement to the House 
announcing toy intentions In due 
course. 

Mr Montgomery—H origin mark¬ 
ing is undertaken. Tr should be a ' 
matter for consumer protection ■ 
rather tiun trade protection. 

Mrs Oppcnheim—I agree. Origin . 
marking has attracted a consider¬ 
able amount of interest and atren-. 
tion In recent years. I therefore' 
considered it desirable to have two 
independent surveys reflecting a 
broad range *f views to help me in 
reaching my decision. 

The main purpose was to dis¬ 
cover not just whether consumers 
want to see tee country nf origin 
displayed on the goods they buy 
but to find out if they need tins 
information tn exercise their 
choice in an informed manner. I 
think hoch surveys point to that 
conclusion. 

Sir David Crouch (Canterbury, C). 
said teat origin should be marked 
more prominently on products dis¬ 
played for purchase. 

Sirs Oppenhcim—I am aware of 
that. As a result of the surveys, we 
have found that '* Buy British " is 
not the only motive which prompts 
origin marking. Sometimes people 
want the origin marked so teat 
they do not have to exercise that 
choice. 

Mr Anthony Marlow (Northamp¬ 
ton. North. C)—As many people 
rhink they are buying British cars 1 
when what they are buying just 
look like British cars and bare ■ 
been made by Britisb manufac¬ 
turers in foreign plants, wfli she. 
introduce a system whereby If a" 
company brings in vehicles from a 
plant overseas, they should have to 
put a plate on them showing The 
country of origin? 

Mrs Oppenheim — I propose to! 
enter into more detailed discus-' 
sions on the origin marking than 
have been possible hitherto. 

Mr John Fraser, an Opposition.: 
spokesman—Has Mrs Oppenheim >'• 
looked at cutlery blanks from tee 
Far East being plated in Sheffield 
and sold to tee British public. , 
creating tee impression that they 
are British produced? 

Will she make an order to ensure 
that such blanks are stamped with 
the country of origin? 

Mrs Oppcnheim—The question of 
silver-plating of cutlery will not be 
excluded from any further action 1 
take in this.

Mr Prior says changes in trade union law have support of 
nation: protection against effect of closed shop 


It was abundantly clear tear some 
changes in tee law involving indus¬ 
trial relations were essential and 
recent events had amply borne this 
out. Mr Janies Prior, Secretary of 
State for Employment, said when 
moving tee second reading of the 
Employment Bill. 

He said that.no subject was more 
central to Britain's problems or 
was as important in determining 
tee future of society. 

The changes proposed were 
limited to those areas where expe¬ 
rience had shown that the law was 
not working well, where privilege 
was being abused and suffering 
resulted, where the creation of new 
Jobs was being inhibited by fear of 
tec present law and what ft meant. 

The Government’s proposals did 
nor change the need for bargainers 
ro behave sensibly nor In any way 
absolve those who led teem from 
their responsibility of providing 
practical voluntary guidance on the 
use of tee powerful weapons in 
their bargaining armoury. 

The proposals were designed to 
improve industrial relations but to 
do so by working with the grain 
rather than against it. No one 
should use teem as an excuse for 
abandoning tee search for tee good 
voluntary procedures which were 
tee best protection against tough 
laws. 

These proposals had the support 
of tec nation. That support was as 
strong among trade unionists a 1 ! 
tec rest of tee community. (Con¬ 
servative cheers. 1 It commanded a 
majority, as far as could be under* 
stood, even among trade unionists 
who voted for tbe Labour Party. In 
no way had the support diminished 
with tec passage of time. 

Clause 1 of the B>U. dealing with 
funds for ballots, followed closely 
a back bench Labour motion put 
down in tee last Parliament. 

Clause 2 contained the power to 
publish codes of practice for tbe 
improvement of industrial rela¬ 
tions. He intended to use this 
power to produce a code on the 
dosed shop. If no other authorita¬ 
tive. comprehensive and effective 
guidance wax available he would 
produce a code on picketing. 

Some Conservative MPs would 
have preferred tbe Goveromeot ro 
go further on the closed shop and 
seek to outlaw it, but teat was the 
approach tried in 1971 and it 
simply did not work. In this Bill, 
tee Government was providing the 
individual with effective srie- 
SBards and proposing much more 
. specific arrangements for the 
drawing up of any new closed shop 
agreement. 

A reccot study published by Ms 
department showed that many new 
closed shops did accord write best 
practice. The Government was con¬ 
cerned tn' see that the law under¬ 
pinned teat good practice and 
provided a remedy in teres:- cases— 
he hoped they were few—where it 
was not followed. 

The closed shop proposals ta tee 
Bill were particularly relevant to 
the issue of press freedom. 

The Govern neat intended to 
provide specific guidance on this 
subject in the code .to ensure that 
press freedom was not infringed. 
This- seemed a better vrey to pro¬ 
ceeds The Bit] included a power to 
repeal the relevant section of the 
1376 Acl 

He did not intend to use this 
power of repeal until those in tee 
industry had had an ooportunitv m 
see tec draft code, it there was 
still a strong desire for a charter 


and a real possibility of reaching 
agreement on its terms the Govern¬ 
ment would be prepared to con¬ 
sider it. 

The Bill contained the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals on secondary 
picketing. Its aim was to protect 
employers and employees who 
round their livelihood and jobs 
threatened by picketing in support 
of a dispute In which they bad do 
part and no access to the means of 
ending it. 

It was dear some picketing 
practices, and in particular secon¬ 
dary picketing, had given rise ro 
tec present serious situation. 

The Bill gave the Secretary of 
Sate powers to make a code of 
practice. He was to consult peoale 
beforehand and one of the bodies 
he would consult would be the 
police. If it could get an authori¬ 
tative code then tee Goveromeot 
would issue one. 

The BUI limited lawful picketing 
to an employee picketing at his 
own place of ivorfc. The existing 
right to demonstrate or protest 
was unaffected. The Bill did not 
create any additional burden ou 
the police because it did not 
create any new criminal offences. 

The Government proposed 
simply to restore the right to take 
dvil proceedings when secondary 
picketing induced a breach of con¬ 
tract. 

Clauses 14 and 15 Involved speci¬ 
fic changes to tee law on Immuni¬ 
ties to deal with specific prob¬ 
lems. Tbe Government was con¬ 
tinuing with its review of the 
general law on trade union Immu¬ 
nities. Last Thursday the House 
of Lords gare its judgment in tec 
case of Express Newspapers versus 
McShane. The case raised issues 
of centra) Importance ro the re¬ 
view. 

The Government was consider!ns 
the judgment carefully and would 
take whatever action seemed 
necessary in tee light of it and 
hring it hefore tec House in due 
course. There were vital but deli- 
carc matters which would require 
a great deal of thought. 

If Labour MPs were true tn 
form they would argue that uo 
changes in tee law should be made 
and that they should leave these 
admittedly difficult and emotional 
matters to tbe unions and taeir 
codes of practice. 

After the chaos and bitterness 
of last winter and past,years that 
was not a tenable position. (Con¬ 
servative cheers.l 
. Thev did nor expect changes fit 
the law to end these problems 
overnight but ibsir proposal; were 
the only and best way to deal with 
a Dumber of urgent problems, and 
where there was «een to be specific 
abuse the law had a part to play. 

They had to give management 
and unions the ground rules which 
enabled them to bring about in¬ 
dustrial peace. 

There were some things in a 
democracy which perhaps were 
better carried through by oae Side 
rather than the other. It might 
well he that because of their rela¬ 
tionship with the unions It was not 
possible tar a Labour government 
ever to take tec necessary steps 
even though in their hearts many 
of them knew they should. 

Labour MPs would dn a great 
disservice to themselves and to tee 
country if they did not give the 
Bill a "fair wind. This was not a 
measure designed ro chants the 
whole structure of industrial rela¬ 
tions. It was not a measure lo 


clobber tec unions. It was neither 
doctrinaire nor draCnnian. 

We can ihe said) start today on 
a new course after the experience 
of the past 20 years. It is already 
late, but our duty is clear. (Con¬ 
servative cheers.) 

Mr Eric Varies-, Opposition 
spokesman on employment 
(Chesterfield, Lab) said tee Bill 
would weaken and damage trade 
union rights, and individual 
rights. 

Labour had no great objection 
to ballots. His trade unioD experi¬ 
ence as an officer in tec NUM 
had involved secret ballots. But 
ballots were not the universal 
remedy for settling industrial 
disputes. 

There must be Tar greater mis¬ 
givings about tee provisions on 
union membership agreements. 
The proposals contained a glaring 
anomaly- if a worker decided he 
wanted to be a non-unionist he 
would have tee opportunity to 
take action against a trade union, 
but if a worker who was a trade 
unionist asserted his right lie 
v.-nuld have do redress agains r an 
employer who refused to employ 
him because he was a trade union 
member. The sloppy thinking Jn 
this was a recipe for endless 
friction. 

This Bill fhe continued I- like 
tee immigration rules, once again 
demonstrated a curious as veil as 
nasty altitude to he taken by a 
Government headed by a woman 
Prime Minister—a deliberate 
sexist discrimination against 
women. 

They were all aware of the 
Prime Minister’s animus against 
picketing, and this Bill gave legal 
force to her strident prejudice. 
It was so ambiguously drafted at 
tee moment that it would cause 
more problems than it would 
solve. 

There would he an intolerable 
burden on rank and file police¬ 
men. It would toe tee police 
constable at the picket line who 
would have to cross-examine 
pickets, in decide who met the 
conditions of the Act, and who 
did not. The Bill was so vaguely 
worded that any decision an 
officer look would be disputed, 
and tec marter would end up in 
a court of law. 

Most nf the picketing last winter 
was done peacefully, and a rc\a- 
tionsblp was estaWished between 
tee pickets and the police. There 
were rare occasions when violence 
broke nut and when did" they were 
condemned as much by the trade 
union movement a.< anybody else. 

In tec years of the Labour Gov¬ 
ernment between 1975-78, 28.5 mil¬ 
lion working days were lo?l ia 
strikes compared with 44.’ million 
days in tec years 1971-73 under a 
Conservative Government. Under 
Mr Prior, tee situation was far 
worse than under an.v of his Tory 
predecessors. In his first six 
months. 20.7 million working days 
were lost in strikes. 

The Conservative Party had been 
given a bruising lesson, but tee Bill 
showed teat if they bad ever learnt 
It. they had forgotten it. 

The best industrial relations 
practice was sell-regulation. He 
commended tee TUC code of prac¬ 
tice to tee Couservativet, not many 
nf whom, he suspected- had read 
it. It referred not only to ballots, 
but to picketing and all the rc»t- 

What would pe the outcome ef 
tee Bill which flouted Mr Heath's 


wise dictum teat Industrial rela¬ 
tions were human relations ? Mr 
Heath sat where he now did. 
because in a fit of aberration, he 
disregarded his own wise words. Jr 
v-as ironic teat this debate took 
place almost nine years to the day 
on the second reading of tee then 
Industrial Relations Bill. 

The proposals io this Bill fhe 
said) will not prevent a single 
industrial dispute which would 
have taken place if this legislation 
had not seen the light of day. 

It would neither have prevented 
The Times dispute, nor settled it; 
neither prevented nor settled tec 
road haulage dispute. There is 
extreme doubt whether it would 
have done more ro deal Milh 
secondary picketing than the 
TGWUS own code of practice. 

The Bill would not have pre¬ 
vented, nor soiled, any nf the 
11 dirt ) 1 jobs " strikes last winter 
and would not have prevented any 
of the action outride hospitals or 
schools. It would not have pre¬ 
vented ihc action outside Charing 
Cross Hospital; would have done 
nothing to prevent the independent 
television dispute nor tee engineer¬ 
ing strike, it would, have done 
no'thlng to prevent ihe most 
damaging of all industrial strikes 
now- looming—that in tee steel in¬ 
dustry. 

No wonder that The Times, now 
back on sale—on thanks tn the 
Government—said that the Bill, 
does little indeed, very little, to 
help. 

Mr Dcnshore Dover iChorlcy. Cl. 
in a maiden speech, said he sup¬ 
ported the Bill but it left a lot of 
questions unanswered. What would 
happen ir a trade union decided 
not to hold a secret ballot? What 
was tn be done abuut blacking? 

He could not see how the United 
Kingdom could hold iis bead lugh 
ia Europe as tee only country teat 
allowed the closed shop. 

Mr Norman Atkinson (Haringey, 
Tottenham. Labi said the blacking 
of work UdS Jn alternative to 
secondare picketing. It was some¬ 
thing which ministers had never 
been able and imuld not he able to 
tackle. The courts could not deal 
with it because it could not be 
defined in Icg3l terms. It would 
develop as a result of this legisla¬ 
tion. 

Mr Neil Thorne (Redbridge. 
Ilford. South, ci. in a maiden 
speech, said there seemed t<* he no 
provision in the Bill for across the 
border union consultation. In mat¬ 
ters concerning tec railways where 
two major unions were involved it 
should be possible io have consul- 
worms on the future nf ihe in.

There was no justification for 
any legal Immunity- teat incon¬ 
venienced the nation or damaged 
the commercial enterprise tor 
which the employee did not work., 
The Government should consider a = 
Bill stating that trade unions were 
corporations, with the same rights 
and duties as corporations. 

Mr Cyril Smith (Rocnoalc, L) said, 
the Bill nos good, reasonable and 
moderate so it was nonsense for 
the trade union movement ro get 
so worked up abcui it. The closed 
shop was incompatible with indi¬ 
vidual liberty and freedom, and if 
one criticism could be made it was 
that tec Bill did not go far enough 
m this respect.

Shostakovich's fifth symphony 
fc.'as good an advertisement as 
tould be wished for the truth* 
fulness of those recently pub* 
joshed, much discussed memoirs. 
The intensely ionoiy opening of 
the fiftr movement, with its 
ftrupu&iisly unpredictable 
ttielodic Steps,, like a soldier 
tfiddng a gingerly way across 

minefield, and the poignant, 
highly poetic Largo, always 
seemed to belong to a different 
wwrk from the banal ending of 
ther finale, the brass ebant in. 
the scherzo, and the climax of' 
the first development which 
sounds like a parody of a fami¬ 
liar moment in Sullivan's 
Pare tea of Penzance. 

Kindly explanations about 
the composer’s love of Football 
crowds and fairgrounds did nor 
make sense of the ambiguity. 
But if one hears the symphony 
with those memoirs in mind—as 
I did on 5unday when Colin 
Davis and the London Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra gave a high- 
powered and thoughtfully artic¬ 
ulated account of it on South 
Bank—it becomes a coherent, 
even more saddening, statement 
about the private- artist’s in¬ 
capacity to accept Stalin's 
Russia/ It explains, too, why 
Shostakovich then took tu 
matching a more or less public 
symphony with a very private 
string quartet.

Sir Clifford Curzon is a pianist 
who can rake a composer's in¬ 
struction “ con molto senti¬ 
me nto ’’ at its face value, or, 
ratber. its musical value, and 
persuade his listeners that it 
was meant for the benefit of tbe 
work and no: the performance. 
This helped to distinguish his 
performance on Sunday with ihc 
Amadeus Quartet in the Piano 
Quintet by Franck, one of an 
occasional series cf programmes 
which :hc Amadeus players are 
sharing with different pianists 
of distinction. It was a perform¬ 
ance that clearly pointed the 
cruclti difference between 
sentiment and sentimentality 
within a work that often seems 
in danger of mixing them. 

Franck’s Quintet came late in 
a career that a misprint in the 
programme suggested was con¬ 
fined to a mere eight years. 
While it betrays the influence 
that Wagner’s Trizicn und 
Isolde must have bad on 
Franck in the sublimated creric 
pas von that permeates much 
of the voluptuous slow move¬ 
ment, the so-called cyclic motif

Troubadour poetry survives in 
considerable quantity. While 
most of it was undoubtedly 
sung, only a small proportion 
{.3bout a icnib > was notated 
and then in a sketchy manner 
indicating only relative pitch. 
Tbe determination of the melo¬ 
dies^ rhythm remains conjec¬ 
tural—some modern inter¬ 
preters preferring a free decla¬ 
mation akin tu piemseng, 
others more dance-like pat¬ 
terns based on the imagined 
meter of the verse. The only 
manuscripts also lack any 
accompaniment, but it is gen¬ 
erally assumed that this might 
have been improvised by min¬ 
strels or jugglers on the instru¬ 
ments depicted ifl the secular 
iconography of the Middle 
Ages. 

Martin Bcsr and his group 
respond v.vidly ro the chal¬ 
lenge o£ presenting the trouba¬ 
dour repertory in an inventive 
Bianacr which provides good 
musical entertainment for the 
modern concert audience.

I do not know whether Davis 
has read those memoirs and 
believes in their authenticity :

The entry of the piano in the ! 
first movement made a quite j 
surprising effect, like a dissen¬ 
tient yet authoritative new voice 
in an argument The subsequent 
development, more German than 
Russian in symphonic manner. 

was extremely taur in its 
unfolding. The scherzo, much 
indebted to Mahler, was’ deli¬ 
vered: with grimly sarcastic 
relish, so that the elegiac 
classical eloquence of the slow 
movement followed with en¬ 
hanced impressiveness. 

Before the interval Claudio 
Arrau was tbe soloist in Liszt’s 
A major piano concerto.. It has 
always seemed one of bis most 
sustained poetic structures. 
Arrau, perhaps as a result of 
recent forays into Liszt as the 
heir of tbe Viennese classical 
tradition. something much 
deep'er than a keyboard presti¬ 
digitator, heightened the poetry 
of the concerto, and intensified 
its musical logic, to an unusual 
degree, without sacrificing any 
of the drama or physical exuber¬ 
ance. 

this fierce energy, the result of 
his racing tempi for tbe great 
moments of terror, bis punchy 
rhythms and his way of letdog 
the London. Philharmonic Choir 
and Philhannonia Chorus sing 
their hearts out witbout ever 
swamping the soloists. 

Of the solo quartet, Yvonne 
Mintnn was most successful in 
showing how the merest mur¬ 
mur, if properly projected, can 
carry as much weight in this 
auditorium as any full-throated 
cry of passion. She journeyed 
between rhe extremes to great 
efFecr in her " Liber scriptus ”, 
the most intelligently sung aria 
in this performance. Strangely 
enough she had more trouble 
in rhe several duets which 
Verdi, remembering Aida and 
Amneris. writes for soprano 
and mezzo. Perhaps this resul¬ 
ted from a mismatching with 
Leontyne Price, who generally 
preferred a strikingly pure 
tone coming as if from behind 
her. whereas Miss Minton’s was 
a more human, possessed sound. 

When Miss Price was alone, 
and especially in the final 
“ Libera me ”, she coupled her 
high angelic singing with con¬ 
ventionally Verdian speech- 
song in the lower register, not 
always moving comfortably 
from one to the other. The 
lesser opportunities afforded 
the male soloists were well 
taken. 

that links its three movements 
is also at tiroes only a hair’s 
breadth away from the most 
catchpenny Bal Musette wait*. 

Sir Clifford’s playing helped 
to keep the performance from 
extravagance in either direction 
by the freedom of his phrasing 
within the character _ of the 
string olaying, and by his subtle 
use of the pedal to assist in 
giving the music its full dig¬ 
nity. At the same time, the en¬ 
semble as a whole ensured that 
it never lacked character, es¬ 
pecially in tbe episodes which 
relieve the often monotonous 
progress of the finale. 

It was another finale in which 
the Amadeus players alone ex¬ 
celled. that Df Haydn’s F major 
Quartet, the second cf his op 77 
pair, which thev played in suc¬ 
cession as the first port of the 
concert. Not having heard Nor¬ 
ton Erainin and his colleagues 
in person for some time, I found 
myself admiring all over again 
m: only their o brio us virtues 
of responsive ensemble and viv¬ 
acity of spirt, but also their 
evident pleasure in qualities of 
line and balance as these 
merged. If in places tbey might 
have been less serious-minded 
10 the music’s advantage, pussy¬ 
footing their way through the 
Andante of the F major Quartet, 
for Instance, thev- never sought 
to overload their sense ol 
Haydn’s awareness of Beethoven 
in these last quartets of the 
older composer.

Not another Diaghilev exhibi¬ 
tion ? Ah, but this is a really 
interesting and distinctive one. 
It presents Diaghilev in a 
somewhat unfamiliar context 
by isolating tbe British visits 
of bis company and consider¬ 
ing them in relation to- the 
British theatre of the time, the 
effect they had on British 
artists and dancers, the recruit¬ 
ment of new British talent 
which took place because of 
them, and the legacy of Diaghi¬ 
lev ki British ballet after his 
death. 

It makes ' an interesting 
story, admirably documented 
in an informative catalogue 
and vividly illustrated by cos¬ 
tume and set designs, produc¬ 
tion photographs, clippings and 
other memorabilia. We can 
wonder again at the prodigal 
invention of Bakst in costume 
design, and the beauty of his 
working drawings. We can see 
original set designs by a host 
of famous and less famous 
names— Roerich, Gontcharova, 
Poluoin—and even more intri- 
guingiy, by same rather unlik¬ 
ely-seeming British artists who 
had brushes with the bajlet 
directly or indirectly through 
Diaghilev. Here, for instance, 
are Christopher Wood’s sec 
designs (unused, in the event; 
for Romeo and Juliet; here is 
a design by Ben Nicholson for 
a drop curtain in Massine's 
ballet Seventh Symphony; 
here are Paul Nash’s sets far 
The Truth about the Russian. 
Dancers (very Aldwych-farri- 
caf) and Vanessa Bed’s deli¬ 
cious caricature-painting of 
Lopokova with J. M. Keynes 
peering at her from behind a 
curtain. For once, it is empha¬ 
tically not the same old relics 
dragged out and' drenched in 
Mitsouko one more time. 

The link between this show 
and the other at the Fine Art 
Society might seem to be 
teauous, Bur Etfcelbert White; 
for all bis living in a caravan, 
gypsy-style, and bis devotion to 
the English rustic scene, was a 
lover of the ballet and a fre¬ 
quent illustrator of it. The 
exhibition contains several of 
his gouaches on Diaghilev sub¬ 
jects, vivid in their tuppence- 
colours, as well as an impres¬ 
sive show of his sober, some¬ 
times rather Camden Townisfa 
oils (he did exhibit on at-least 
one occasion with Ginner). If 
anything, his watercolours are 
even better: in particular The

George Bissill, even more 
improbably as .someone who 
made his name maialv from 
painting miners, also had links 
with Diaghilev: there are two 
lively paintings in the Diaghi¬ 
lev show based on his experi¬ 
ence of (or is it just photo¬ 
graphs of ?) Dolin in Lc Tram 
Bleu. But his real skills 
emerge in the show devoted 
entirely to his long-neglected 
work by the Belgjare Gallery. 
He had a meteoric rise to fame 
in 1925 ^vith his drawings of 
miners (after working for a 
while as a pavement artist out¬ 
side Bush House), and con¬ 


tinued th*> public eye.for 
about ten.'years. ' Then be 
dropped out' completely, 
retired, to the country ana 
became,. .-quite contentedly it 
seems, a picture-restorer, who. 
did an occasional landscape. 
VTnat this show reveals, how¬ 
ever, is a strongly distinctive 
painter with an almost sculp¬ 
tural sense of form (it is . not 
for nothing that he later ua 
discovered a natural affinity 
with the woodcut). A few in¬ 
fluences from Vortrcism are 
visible here and there in his 
way of faceting his figures and . 
defining them by areas of flat 
contrasted colours, but-finally 
he is just not like anyone else. 
The enribition is a really excit¬ 
ing voyage of rediscovery.

More delicate, impressionis¬ 
tic hues arc occasional}' intro¬ 
duced by the imaginative use 
of piaiiery, dulcimer and bells 
and, while Mr Best clearly 
dominates the group with his 
coaunitied singing and playing, 
in turn spirited and sensitive, 
;hc expert piping of Jeremy 
Barlow's recorders and regal 
and the skilful bowing and 
plucking of Alistair McLacb- 
lan'9 fiddles provide discreet 
bi't indispcnsible support. 

Tbe group's programme 
illustrating “The Troubadours 
and their World, 1100-3300 ” 
offered a wide variety of 
dances and love songj in cob- 
rrcstins tempo and orchestra¬ 
tion, including fresh interpre¬ 
tations of old fevaurires. Other 
pieces were less familiar and 
the absence of texts in the pro¬ 
gramme notes must have per¬ 
plexed many in the audience 
who can hardly have been con¬ 
versant enough to follow the 
words sung however lucid the 
diction. In some cases Mr Best 
tried to overcome this .problem 
ivith short verbal introduc¬ 
tions; in others he alternated 
stanzas in the Provencal ton- 
cue with translations, express¬ 
ively narrated over drones and 
other instrumental support.

Pelleas et Melisande 
Stuttgart _ 

Kenneth Loveland 

In Pelleas et Melisande Debussy 
created a profound illustration, 
of the power of music to lead 
words, in this case Maeter¬ 
linck’s, past that frontier of the 
imagination which they cannot 
penetrate alone, a masterpiece 
which is absolutely character¬ 
istic of himself, and essentially 
French. Yet rwo of the most 
perceptive productions it bus re¬ 
ceived in recent years have 
been staged in German theatres. 

Tbe Municb Festival in 1973 
had at least Jeaa-Pierre Pon- 
nelle as producer and designer, 
a strong French oversight. The 
only slim French connection at 
Stuttgart is the pending depar¬ 
ture of the musical director, 
Silvio Varviso, far the Paris 
Opera. Tbe producer is Gdtz 
Friedrich, the designer Andrea?. 
Reinhardt, and all tbe ringers 
are new » their roles in the 
theatre. But together they have 
given the Wiimembergische 
Staatstheatcr ■ a Pelleas cl 
Mtftatnrfc in which tender Ulu- 
mi nation and fierce reality 
alternate and fuse -into 3 
spirited eloquence.. 

Professor Friedrich under¬ 
lines the factual and the physi¬ 
cal, sometimes mercilessly, yd 
the poetry remains unbrurseA- 
This.ix because for long 
stretches he is content w 
match Debussy's .insinuation 
with his own, often- hinting 
rather tlum stating. Ponnclle at 
Munich began with a horrifying 
flash of Pelleas clutching a tretv 
a knife'between his shoulder 
blades, summarizing the opera’s 
agony and fear before a note 
had ’been heard. Friedrich _ is 
content to start with suspicion 
and built the tensions from 
there. 

When Golaud leads Mdlisanae 
from the forest, she follows at 
a distance, edging forward here, 
retreating there, an animal 
whose trust is not comoletely 
won.

Smith ends five good 
years with Wales 
and joins Hull City 


By Norman Fox 
FoorbaJl Correspondent 

Wales bad to concede defeat to 
Hull City yesterday when their 
respected English manager, Mike 
Smith, agreed to join the third 
division club under a contract that 
the Welsh Football Association 
could not match. Hull may have 

to pay compensation because Mr 
Smith's contract had seven months 
to run. 

Trevor Morris, the Welsh FA 
secretary, said they were losing 
Mr Smith with “ considerable 
regret He said the Welsh 
finances would not allow them to 
compete with Hull who are under¬ 
stood to have ofFered £250,000 for 
a seven-year agreement. Other 
higher placed and currently more 
Illustrious clubs will be annoyed 
that they were outbid for a 
manager of Integrity and sound 
coaching credentials. 

Mr Smith and the Welsh assist¬ 
ant director of coaching. Bobby 
Brown, will start work at Booth- 
ferrv Park on Janaary 1. Hull 
dismissed their former manager, 
Kenneth Houghton, last week, and 
knowing that Wales had failed 
!» qualify for the European Cham¬ 
pionship final rounds in Italy, 
mPdc a timely approach. Wales 
v til po / have to appoint a new 
manager miickjy as possible to 
prepare for World Cup qualifying 
matches. 

Among leading managers Mr 
Smith is an enigma. Although the 
son of a professional player, his 
own career was spent as an 
amateur. He played For Lough¬ 
borough Colleges, the Universities 
Athletic Union and Corinthian 
Casuals. After spending nine years 
teaching in Sussex, he was 
aponinted team manager and 
coach to the Conference of 
English Grammar Schools and 
then made manager of the Welsh 
amateur team. 

Desuite his sound apprentice¬ 
ship, he was seen as something of 
a quiet outsider on the day of his 
appointment as Wales's manager 
in August, 19/4. One of the 
reasons was that on the same day 
England's new manager, Don 
"Re vie, began his international 
career. At' that time. Scotland's 
manager was Willie Ormond, and 
Northern Ireland's was Terry 


Neill. Internationally Mr Smith 
has survived them all by some 
distance and won a Substantial 
reputation. 

He was the first full-time man¬ 
ager of Wales and soon Impressed 
the players bv, among other 
things, providing them with 
copious information on their 
opponents. His work with Cyril 
Laa. a coach, was given expres¬ 
sion on the field by the captain, 
Yorath. The partnership led Wales 
to the last European champion¬ 
ship quarter final round, thus 
becoming tho only team from 
Britain to qualify. 

His contribution to Welsh foot¬ 
ball from the time he was first 
appointed director of coaching 
has been of enormous value, 
especially in tandem with the 
administrative work nf Mr Morris, 
himself a Former club manager. 
For some time Mr Smith had to 
battle against Welsh critics who 
could not bring themselves to 
accept an English coach. 

Tf a single occasion Convinced 
remaining sceptics it was the day 
in 1977 when Wales beat England 
at WemWev, one nf the result* 
that caused Mr Revie so much 
roguish. Id I**" 1 - a *—1 win in 
Hunearv in 1975 had given Mr 
Smith 'even more professional 
satisfaction, along with a 3—41 
World Cup qurlifricg competition 
victory over Czechoslovakia that 
proved of no avail after a defeat 
bv Scotland. 

For much of his time in Wales, 
Mr Smith has struggled against a 
lack of deprii fa too class players, 
but it has been noticablc that even 
those in poor club form have 
often nlavcd above themselves In 
rHe red shirt. But the deficiencies 
were exposed in October when 
West Germany heat Wales 5—1 in 
Cologne. A 1—0 defeat by Turkey 
in Izmir last month was probably 
a more frustrating result, enn- 
flrmine that Wales would not 
if>in England in next summer's 
Eureneari championship finals and 
ending in bad tempers. 

The Welsh FA have done well 
to keep their talented manager for 
so long. Mr Smith has had a 
number nf attractive offers from 
British clubs and at least one from

“f had never really seen him bat 
before ", Brearjey said. Today Dillev has 
been resong his blistered feet. He is 
tired and his feet are sore. He has had 
to be rushed into service because of the 
early return to England, with a shoulder 
injury, of Hendrick, and he is finding 
it Tough going.

Secondary School, Dilley put his head 
through the window of Colin Page’s car, 
Mr Page being the Kent manager, and 
asked howto become a county cricketer.

The Patriotic Front have 
never concealed the contempt 
which they feel for the Africans 
who as they see it, sold out 
by joining Bishop Muzorewa's 
" puppet ” regime. They despise 
them more than the whites do 
tiie Rhodesia Front, Overall, 
they have dismissed their 
opponents as being beneath 
serious consideration morally 
and politically. 

These feelings are recipro¬ 
cated, if less stridently, in the 
Rhodesians’ attitude to the 
guerrilla leaders. Personally, 
they fear and mistrust them. 
Nor, as the often repeated 
charge of “ communism ” 
shows, do they have much com¬ 
prehension of the guerrillas’ 
nationalism or their politics. 

But while the two sides come 
out of the conference holding 
each other in mutual disregard, 
there is a significant difference 
in their present standing. The 
Patriotic Front assent at each 
stage of the conference has 
been grudging. Now that they 
accept the ceasefire, they enter 
the run-up to the elections 
feeling resentment, believing 
in some respects they are being 
cheated, and their bitterness is 
mainly directed at the British 
Government, in the person of 
Lord Carrington, the confer¬ 
ence chairman. 

By contrast Bishop Muzo- 
rewa's delegation emerges in 
good order, with a sense that 
ic has secured a sound basis on 
which to fight an election 
campaign. This disparity in their 
positions stems directly from 
the negotiations themselves. 
Although much has been said 
in tribute to Lord Carrington's 
decisive handling of the con¬ 
ference, he could not have 
succeeded in getting so far how¬ 
ever inspired his touch and 
timing might have been, had it 
not been for the much larger 
and wider influences converg¬ 
ing on a successful outcome. 

The most important of these 
was probably the war weary- 
ness and economic straits of the 
Patriotic Prom’s backers, the 
states on which they depend 
for sanctuary and support.

It is probably unfair to say, 
as has been suggested, that the 
Patriotic Front were victims of 
their own propaganda. Never¬ 
theless it has been extremely 
Bard for them to negotiate in a 
positive spirit, for understand¬ 
able reasons. The net result is 
that they have come out of the 
conference, which wiH certainly 
be hailed as a success by the 
western world and now that 
there is a ceasefire by Africa 
too. looking' less capable and 
composed than they deserve. 
Meanwhile the underlying prob¬ 
lems of their own unity have 
still to be faced.

As the Labour Party again aims its guns at private education, Jobn Rae looks to the future 


Will Labour 


and the public 
schools ever 


live together ? 


Tn its relations with the public 
schools, the Labour Party 
shows ail the frustration of a 
Victorian husband who cannot 
find a legal basis for disposing 
of his wife and has not the 
will to attempt a cruder solu¬ 
tion. The party abuses and 
threatens: the schools respond 
with spirit or temerity accord¬ 
ing to their confidence at the 
time. 'It seldom occurs to 
either side that since they 
have got to live together they 
Bright as well work out a 
means of doing so that would 
benefit everyone, not least the 
children. 

This negative and short¬ 
sighted'bickering is a compara¬ 
tively recent aspect of the rela¬ 
tionship. The Labour Party has 
a long-standing aversion to 
what it regards as centres of 
privilege whether in the form 
of public schools or the house 
of Lords, but until 1964 the 
public schools were not even 
mentioned in a Labour election 
manifesto. The hostility was 
there but it was expressed in 
speeches-and resolutions at the 
party’s annual "conference. 
Manifestos express the modest 
expectations, conference reso¬ 
lutions the uncompromising 
hopes. A characteristic resolu¬ 
tion advocated ** a planned 
attack on the so-called public 
schools, tiris bastion of priv¬ 
ilege and royal mad to posi¬ 
tions of power and influence . 
. .”. The public schools leave 
their opponents, if not exactly 
speechless with rage, at. least 
struggling in the cross-currents 
of reason and emotion. 

Such passion has never been 


translated into political action. 
In the first half of this century 
the party was not in a position 
to initiate radical reform. Even 
the sweeping Labour victory of 
1945 did not herald an attack 
on public schools, though 
many Labour voters believed 
that it would. The porter I 
hailed to take my trunk to the 
end of term train that summer 
flatly refused to do so. “Those 
days are over", he rold me. 
But there be was wrong. Clem¬ 
ent Attlee’s Government bad 
more important things to do. 

The 13 years of Conservative 
rule intensified Labour hori- 
lity to public schools but 
Transport House bad to 
remind party speakers in 1958 
that abolition was not an 
option. “There are those who 
would like to see the public 
schools abolished. Ic is difficult 
to see how this could be done. 
Just as _ it was found impos¬ 
sible, in introducing the 
National Health Service, to for¬ 
bid lie existence of a private 
nursing borne, so it is diffi¬ 
cult in a democracy to forbid 
parents to pay for sending their 
children to independent 
schools if they choose to spend 
their money in this way."

Sir, Last week I had occasion 
1 spend two days at British Steel’s 
Llanwern plant on matters which 
have nothing to do with the point 
of this letter. 2 write simply as one 
of millions of taxpayers, part of 
whose contributions go to British 
Steel to ay diet I am willing to 
go on paying these contributions 
fand more if necessary) in order 
to preserve the integrity of (he 
Llanwern plant. I am an English¬ 
man not a Welshman, so my view 
is un colon red by nationalist senti¬ 
ment. I can best summarise my 
reasons for saying this by reference 
to four factors: 

c> The social factor. The Llanwem 
plant employs something like 9,500 
people, and dependent upon it are 
many thousands more employed in 
coal, in supply industries of various 
kinds and in. commerce. We are not 
talking only about an integrated 
steel plant, yre are talking about an 
integrated and long-esrablistted 
community. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
tbe closure of tbe whole or a sub¬ 
stantial part of the Llanwem plant 
will destroy chat community and 
will destroy many of rhe people of 
whom h is composed. 

If nationalisation means anything 
to those of us who are nor com¬

From Mr R. E. Bail 
Sir, May I be allowed to comment 
on Mr Weirs criticism*, in your 
issue of today (December 14), of 
the secrecy with which an impor¬ 
tant constitutional change has been 
effected ? 

The working party to which he 
refers was set up as a small body 
of technicians wirhouc facilities for 
w«de publicity, so our report vras 
intended merely to be a working 
paper preparatory to discussion. 
Nevertheless I was so appalled at 
the proposal to abolish the Royal 
command that I thought it mv duty 
to test the climate of opinion, so 
far as l could. Over many months, 
T talked about the proposal to very 
many people, judges, barristers, 
solicitors, law clerks and those out¬ 
side the legal profession. 

I found a very strong and nearly 
unanimous revulsion against the 
proposal and summarized my find¬ 
ings in my dissenting report. This, 
I am told though never officially 
informed, was promptly classified 
as confidential. Some at least were 
denied access to it and discussion 
was impeded. 

When the Lord Chancellor took 
it upon himself to persuade the 
Rules Committee to reverse its deci¬ 
sion of last year to retain the Royal 
command. I was informed, I can 
only think in the capacity of 
“ leader of the opposition", and 
asked to keep the matter reason¬ 
ably confidential pending the clear¬ 
ance of a particular point. I not 
unnaturally interpreted this as a 
licence to talk in a restricted and 
discreet way. 

Regrettably there was a leak to 
the press, I know not how, and for 
this the Lord Chancellor personally 
accused me of a breach of the Offi¬ 
cial Secrets Act and gave me a 
severe reprimand. I had therefore 
to remain silent until the Rules 
Committee, meekly and without dis¬ 
cussion, duly reversed itself and 


technical changes in the Rules of 
Court—opinions may well differ on 
that—but it is certainly not a propec 
body for bringing in drastic changes 
in our constitutional foundations in 
the guise of procedural moderniza¬ 
tion.

The Queen’s 
Bench Division of the courts carries 
her name and Queen's Counsel her 
nominal approval. The Queen's offi¬ 
cers have always sealed writs in her 
name, and yer some faceless com¬ 
mittee intent on achieving the face¬ 
lessness of the courts and the legal 
system has decided that such an 
‘'anachronism ’’must go.

ade. 

The views of the Gibraltarians 
coincide with those of Sir Ian Gil- 
mour, the Minister of Srate respon¬ 
sible for Gibraltar; that “ the 
restrictions are wrong in them¬ 
selves r and that it is M unthink¬ 
able” thac Spain could join the 
EEC and not abide by the funda¬ 
mental principle of -freedom of 
movement between territories of 
member states.

Control of local spending 

From Professor John Small and 
Professor Alan Thompson 

Sir. Recent statements by some local 
authority leaders seem to suggest 
that tfctey are nor fully aware of the 
serious economic peril facing rhe 
country. It is natural that they 
should want to maintain and im¬ 
prove the services which they pro¬ 
vide for their communities*. Un¬ 
fortunately. the present situation 
(deriving largely from international 
economic conditions) imposes strict 
limits on what is possible. 

It is also true that there is grave 
public concern in some parts of the 
country as ro the quality of budget¬ 
ary control of local spending, parti¬ 
cularly witl? regard to overmanning. 
Authorities vary considerably in 
their efficiency. Admittedly.* dif¬ 
ferent authorities face different 
problems, but this should not pre¬ 
clude comparisons of efficency in 
the use of manpower in a number 
of common services. 

We would like to restate the sug¬ 
gestion which we made to the Lay- 
field Committee that a parlia¬ 
mentary select committee should be 
appointed to monitor local authority 
spending, with powers to send for 
councillors, local officials, rate¬ 


payers and independent experts and 
for relevant pfjpers and documents. 
It would enable the public to judge 
tlfose authorities which deserve 
praise for rheir efficiency and those 
which could benefit from the ex¬ 
ample of others. 

By bringing local thinking and 
expertise into continuing contact 
with parliamentary concern and 
scrutiny, it could also inform local 
authorities in considerably greater 
depth as to the nature and magni¬ 
tude of the central economic prob¬ 
lems facing the country as a whole. 

We should emphasize that this is 
not a party issue. A responsible 
government of any political per¬ 
suasion must face up to the need 
io # bring local spending into line 
with overall economic strategy. A 
select committee is only one of a 
number of methods of achieving 
this, but it could provide a forum 
of mutual benefit to central and 
local government.

Daring the year there were at 
least 7,000 deaths which might 
not have occurred if it had been 
more clearly understood that the 
survival ration most be regarded 
as a temporary measure. There 
was adequate food available for a 
more substantial diet, and some 
of those Involved recognized tbe 
needs, but the difficulty was one 
of communicating simple nutri¬ 
tional information from indivi¬ 
duals to a complex of national 
and international agencies, so as 
to ensure action. 

The Bangladesh/Burma case 
study is one of a growing number 
of examples of the critical exami¬ 
nation py Scientists, doctors, and 
sociologists, of response to disas¬ 
ter. Frequently the shortage is 
not of ca.«h or supplies bur of an 
adequate administrative structure 
to make' sure that relief goes 
through and is appropriate to 
people’s need*. 

On other occasions, as in Kam¬ 
puchea at present, it is important 
not fust that immediate hunger 
is alleviated but that the founda¬ 
tions for recovery are laid, by, 
for instance, relatively unspectacu¬ 
lar measures tike the rebuilding of 
medical schools. On yet other 
occasion* it may be nut over- 
generous aid seriously distorts the 
local economy. Finally in some 
instances, which might include a 
present serious drought developing 
id parts of India, disasters do not 
make headlines early enough for 
adequate resources to be aimed at 
prevention. The cost of cure is 
then enormously higher.

Dr Shannons was educated at 
tbe Centra] Foundation School 
in London, from where he won 
a scholarship to Queen Mary 
College, London. He received a 
First Class Honours degree in 
mathematics and was awarded 
the Sir John Lubbock Memorial 
Prize for being the besL mathe¬ 
matician of his year. After 
further academic distinctions, 
he was awarded bis Doctorate 
in hydro- and aerodynamics at 
King’s College, London in 1940, 
where be also lectured for a 
while. 

During the War he survived 
two tours of duty as navigator 
iu Wellington bombers and was 
mentioned in Despatches. After 
his release from tbe RAF with 
the rank of Squadron Leader, 
he joined the Scientific Civil 
Service and worked on various 
aspects of armaments research 
at several Government Estab¬ 
lishments. 

Dr Simmons stayed with the 
Scientific Civil Service through¬ 
out the rest of his career, his 
work moving in a succession of 
reorganizations from the 


Ministry of Supply, through the 
Ministry cf Aviation and the 
Ministry of Technology, to the 
Procurement Executive of the 
Ministry of Defence.

SIR DUNCAN CUMMING 


Professor Edward Ullendorff, 
FBA. writes: 

Your fine obituary of Sir 
Duncan Cumming lays just 
stress on his important contri¬ 
bution to the administration of 
the Sudan and the Horn of 
Africa before, during, and after 
the Second World War. He was 
a gentle, knowledgeable, and 
considerate chief to ibosc serv¬ 
ing under h-im and was held in 
high esteem by the indi^enou* 
populations of the territories 
which he administered. Like 
his colleague. Brigadier Stephen 
H. Longrigg (who was Military 
Governor of Eritrea, 1942-44, 
and died recently during the 
temporary eclipse of The Times 
end was thus deprived of the 
appreciative obituary he bad so 
richly deserved!, Duncan Cum* 
ming belonged to that virtually 
extinct species of scholar- 
proconsul wbo lent such lustre 
to tbe British presence in 
Africa and elsewhere. 

During his active career he 
collected a good deal of 
material on the history of 
Eritrea and the Kassala pro¬ 


vince of tbe Sudan as well as 
on the genealogies of the prin¬ 
cipal family group? in I hose 
areas. In his retirement he con¬ 
tinued those activities with 
remarkable real and devotion. 
He amassed a vast dossier nn 
the life and times of the tra¬ 
veller Mansfield Parky ns and 
his descendants in Northern 
Ethiopia. He followed every 
clue and made vide enquiries, 
but he was tod diffident to enm- 
mit this immense material to 
print. His scholarly enthusiasm 
extended also to the Ntfivrr 
expedition to Magdnla in 1867- 
68. but it was left u> bis daugh¬ 
ter. Ann SchJec. to write a 
novel (The Guns of Darkness) 
on those events. 

It is only little more than 
a fortnight ago chat he spoke 
with his customary - mixture of 
fervour and self-effacement 
about his current researches 
and future plans. His friends 
and colleagues are deeply sad¬ 
dened at his sudden dentil and 
at the passing of an era of 
which he was such a noble and 
distinguished representative.

AIR VICE-MARSHAL S. D. MACDONALD 


A.D.S. writes: 

In your obituary of -Air Vice- 
Marshal S. D. Macdonald you 
mention his command of No 3 
Wing (Sudaa). 

What happened at tbat time 
has never been described 
except by tie War Correspon¬ 
dent Alan Moorehead after bis 
visit to the three Squadrons 14, 
47 and 223 on July 16, 1940. 
after which be wrote a des¬ 
patch which is reproduced on 
page 252 of the Royal Air Force 
2939-45. Part 1. by Denis 
Richards. 

This was a long despatch but 
it praised Macdonald’s Wmg 
for their struggle with the in¬ 
tense heat and with the obsolete 
aircraft with which they were 
equipped. This aircraft was Dr 
Barnes Wallis’s first design and 
ir preceded the well known 
WelHngron. It was the Vickers 
Wellesley. 

Tbe Wellesleys were acknow¬ 
ledged to be unable co compete 
with European combat condi¬ 
tions and were also not even 
suited to the Western Desert. 
They were modifications of the 

record breaking Wellesleys 
which held the non-stop flight 
record from Jsmailia to Austra¬ 
lia in 1938. With one engine, 
one pilot and one gunner they 


carried twice rhe bomb load of 
a win engined Blenheim but 
at only about half the speed. 
There was only one fixed for¬ 
ward firing gun and one gun 
in the rear for defence. 

This Wing which was rhe 
only .Air Striking Force in 1940 
to support the Army and Navy, 
from the day the war started 
made intensive raids on naval 
bases, fighter airfields and oil 
installations in the face of 
ground fire and fighter attacks. 
The targets were normally 300 
miles co the South and the 
Wing hit them again and again 
until Josses forced Macdonald 
to make more use of nish*. 
attacks. Some Wellesleys were 
even used for Naval Convoy 
protection far out over rhe Red 
Sea. 

Although in the end the 
Wellesleys were eirher lost in 
action or written off through 
lack of any spares Macdonald's 
careful strategy and tactics 
made them last just long 
enough to see the British Vic¬ 
tory in Eritrea. 

Macdonald used to say that 
it was Barnes Wallis’s special 
lattice work construction that 
enabled his aircraft to absorb 
so much fighter and flak 
punishment and yet—somehow 
—to get home. 


GROUP CAPTAIN JOHN TYZACK 


Group Captain John Tyzack, 
CUE, the founder and former 
chairman of Tyzack & Partners 
Ltd, management consultants, 
died on December 10 at the age 
of 75. 

John Tyzack was born on 
January 11, 1904. and after 
schooling spent his early life 
in tbe agricultural and brewing 
industries. In 1929 he joined 
the _RAF with a regular com¬ 
mission. Serving in the Middle 
East before the war, he was 
mentioned in dispatches in 1940 
and was appointed CBE (Mil) 
in 1944 for his work on tbe 
Joint Planning Staff in tbe plan¬ 
ning of " Overlord the inva¬ 
sion of Europe.

Renault, the' state-owned 
French motor group, is emerg¬ 
ing .as - a possible buyer for 
British Leyland if the Govern¬ 
ment refuses to . continue Fund¬ 
ing the last British-owned repre¬ 
sentative in the international 
motor industry. 

Already the largest industrial 
grouping in France, Renault is 
riding high at- present. Tomor¬ 
row, in Geneva, it is expected 
to announce a deal with Volvo 
which calls for a direct French 
stake in the Swedish motor 
group. 

A Renault'.-takeover . of BL 
would leave the French holding 
more than half the car and 
commercial vehicle manufactur¬ 
ing capacity in this country. 
Peugeot Citroen acquired 
Chrysler UK in August 4978. 
The rest is already in the bands 
of the Americans, Ford and 
General Motors. 

'There is no news of an. offi¬ 
cial approach to the British 
Government hut informal moves 
are . reported by reliable 
sources. Two senior executives 
of British components com¬ 
panies believe they have been 
used ” by Renault to report 
the French company's interest 
in EL # to the Department, of 
Industry. 

One of them said: “ It would 
be incorrect to say that Renault 
made an offer to the Govern¬ 
ment using people like myself 
as intermediaries. But certainly 
I have reported the result.of, 
conversations with .Renault 
people -which indicates their 
interest as a possible purchaser. 

“ I know that such a move 
would be political - dynamite 
but, as an alternative to the loss 
of hundreds of thousands of 
jobs in BL and the components 
companies tied into it, it could 
make sound commercial sense. 
It. could also be used as a lever 
to- extract concessions- from the 
French on other-.'outstanding 
issues between bur two coun¬ 
tries.” 

In Paris yesterday a French 
motor industry director (not 
Renault) saidr Renault-are-so 
full of themselves at the - 
moment dial they probably 
believe that they can tackle- 
anything. The deal with Volvo 
and, before that, the decision 
to buy a big .share of American 
Motors, indicate their intention 
to be a worldwide. power able 
to take on the Americans and 
tbs Japanese.” 

Relations between Renault 
and BL are. reported to be very . 
strained after the breakdown 


of talks which have dragged on 
for well over two years. They 
wne; 


began formally when a joint 
working party was established 
in, June, 1977 (before Sir 
Michael Edwardes joined BL 
as 'chairman) to examine areas 
for technical collaboration. 

Both sides have denied that 
these talks were in any way 
. connected with a possible 
merger. Since then, there have 
been recurring reports of 
dashes between BL executives 
and; at least one senior Renault 
man. 

The chief cause of the pre¬ 
sent breakdown was the sur¬ 
prise deal between BL and 
Honda for the British company 
to assemble a new Honda car 
in this' country and market it 
throughout the EEC. 

Renault is known to have 
offered BL a similar new car 
deal more than 18 months ago 
but it was rejected because— 
unlike the Japanese deal—too 
many . concessions were de¬ 
manded in return. 

Renault executives have com¬ 
plained bitterly that they 
regard BL’s action as “selling 
the European pass to the 
Japanese ”. But the real cause 
of their anger is believed to be 
the way Sir Michael Edwardes 
pulled off the Honda deal with¬ 
out the French picking up a 
whisper.

Marsh & McLennan calls for takeover talks with Bowring 
after apparent collapse of premium pooling plan

Marsh & McLennan of tehe 
United States, the world’s big¬ 
gest insurance broking group, is 
considering a takeover bid for 
C. T. Bowring, the second lar¬ 
gest broking firm in the United 
Kingdom whose interests also 
include the Singer & Fried- 
lander merchant bank and the 
Bowmaker credit finance group. 

In a surprise move yesterday 
Bo ■wring’s shares were suspen¬ 
ded before Marsh announced 
that it was calling for' discus¬ 
sions with Bo wring with a view 
to obtaining an agreement on a 
takeover. Bowring, however, 
himed strongly that a bid will 
be opposed. 

Boivring and Marsh have for 
the past 18 months been locked 


in discussions over a plan for a 
premium pooling arrangement. 
Tbis plan, which would have in¬ 
volved broking revenues of both 
groups being placed in one 
transatlantic “ pot ” before being 
shared between the two groups, 
has apparently collapsed. 

At the suspension price of 

109p vesterdav, Bowring is 
capitalized at £119m. However, 
stockbrokers were guessing last 
night that, to be successful, an 
offer from Marsh would have 
to be worth at least £2 a share 
or £218m. 

If successful, the takeover 
would almost certainly involve 
Marsh in haring to divest itself 
of 75 per cent of Bowring's 
broking interests if it wished to 
retain the group's status as a 
Lloyd’s accredited firm. 


Although bath groups were 
playing down suggestions that 
a significant rift had emerged 
between them following failure 
m tbe premium pooling plans. 
Bowring has hinted clearly that 
it finds the takeover 'move 
particularly unwelcome. 

!n a statement la«r night it 
said: “ Directors of Bowring 
regret that, in view of the long 
association between the two 
businesses, Marsh McLennan 
have chosen to make a uni¬ 
lateral announcement of their 
intention to consider an ncFer 
for the whole of the share 
capita! and convertible loan 
stocks of Bowring.” 

It added : " If and when any 
offer is received, it will be ex¬ 
amined by the directors.'* 

The bid move is bound to 


cause further disturbance in 
existing relationships between 
United States broking groups 
and their leading United King¬ 
dom counterparts. When Marsh 
and Bowring began discussing 
premium pooling last year, the 
announcement triggered off 
similar arrangements among 
other groups and was believed 
to be partly responsible for the 
merger of Sedgwick Forbes and 
Bland Payne, two of Britain's 
biggest broking firms. 

At the centre of this turmoil 
is the Lloyd's insurance market, 
which relies on American firms 
for haif its premium business 
of around £2,000m a year but 
which insists on dealing 
directly only with United King¬ 
dom accredited firms. 

Thus, to send business to 


Lloyd’s, the American groups 
have to pass it to a British 
group and split the broking 
commission. In an attempt to 
get closer to the Lloyd’s 
market. Marsh planned a bid 
two years ago for Wig ham 
Poland but this was thwarted 
by- a Lloyd’s rule that overseas 
companies could nor hold more 
than between 20 and 25 per 
cent of a Lloyd's broker's total 
equity.

N Sea producers set 
to follow Opec lead

Britos as North Sea oil pro¬ 
ducers are poised to follow 
whatever price increases arc 
set by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) in Caracas, Venezuela. 
The new prices for North Sea 
oil are likely to go up by at 
least 15 per cent in line with 
the increases already an¬ 
nounced by Libya earlier this 
week. 

The Government has reques¬ 
ted the rate-owned British 
National Oil Corporation, the 
main North Sea price setter, to 
hold down prices as long as 
possible. It believes that the 
damage caused to industry and 
the boost to inflation, wbich it 
estimates will go up by 1J> per 
cent for every 10 per cent in¬ 
crease in oil prices, far out¬ 
weighs any gain in exporting . 
oil at higher prices. 

But 1NOC is unlikely to be 
able to bold the price in¬ 
creases beyond January . 1, the 
next' date when term contracts 
make.. provision for a price 
change. The increase is likely 
to provoke more protests from 
EEC countries such as Den-., 
mark and- Germany ' which 
criticized Britain at tbe Dublin 
summit for. nqt doing more to 
hold down prices. 

The British Government's 
powers to control either the 
price or the supply of North 


Sea oil are extremely limited. 
Under the terms of option 
arrangements with North Sea 
producers, ENOC has to pay 
market prices for the oil it 
buys. 

In any event, any artificial 
depression in Britain’s North 
Sea prices would merely open 
the way ■ to a third party 
making a profit by reselling 
supplies on the open market. 
At present only about 1 per 
cent of North Sea crude oil is 
trading at spot values (which 
are well above the contract 
prices). But this proportion 
could rapidly increase. 

The _ Government equally 
maintains that it cannot influ¬ 
ence _ prices by boosting 
supplies because the producers 
are already operating to capa¬ 
city to recover their initial 
investment as quickly- as 
possible. 

North Sea oil. which is of a 
prices closely linked wS those 
prices colsely linked to those 
of African producers, including 
Algeria and Nigeria as well as 
Libya. Prices of North Sea oil 
last went ud in November from 
the old ceiling of. £23.50 to just 
over 526 a. barrel (35 Imperial 
gallons) in line with the 
African producers. 

The latest increase 
announced by Libya and which 
other African producer are 
likely to follow is for 530 a 
barrel.

He reminded shareholders 
that the acquisition remained 
subject to satisfactory arrange¬ 
ments being made with 40 
separate liquor licensing 
authorities in the States in 
which Howard Johnson operates 
so that the business can con¬ 
tinue to sell liquor after the 
takeover. So far agreement has 
been reached with 27 authori¬ 
ties. 

Discussions with the rest are 
continuing but Imperial’s law¬ 
yers believe there will be a 
satisfactory outcome. 

In response to shareholders' 
questions about the cost of the 
deal, which gives Howard 
Johnson shareholders S28 a 
share compared with the 
market price of around S16 
before the bid, Sir John poin¬

£53m half-year loss for 
British Shipbuilders

Losses of £53 million for the 
first half of the present finan¬ 
cial year were announced yest¬ 
erday by British Shipbuilders.

Tbe first half loss was struck

British Shipbuilders, which

was formed years ago, is 
attempting to streamline the 
organization and improve levels 
of efficiency when the world 
marker for new ships is dimin¬ 
ishing and where competition 
is intense. 

Tbe corporation has set a 
target of 45 new orders in the 
current year, and so far has 
secured firm orders for about 
half that number. The need for 
orders is vital if the corporation 
is to provide a sufficient base 


work load for those yards which 
have been identified as baring 
a future. 

At the end of September, its 
merchant order book consisted 
of 76 ships totalling about 
6S5JD00 tons gross, whicb is 
about half the traditional annual 
output of the United Kingdom 
industry.

The shares were placed in the

£25m. or 192 per cent, on its 
total investment of £13m. 

The 8.34 million shares were 
spread among 250 institutions, 
with most of the applications 
having to be scaled down con¬ 
siderably. 

There is some speculation in 
the market that ICL plans a 
rights issue but this was denied 
by the group last night. 
Although borrowings rose last 
year, this was because of indus¬ 
trial trouble and the strength 
of sterling. 

Research and development 
costs will be relatively lower 
in future with any new range 
of computers being evolution¬ 
ary rather than revolutionary. 

The Government acquired its 
initial 10.5 per cent stake in the 
company when it was set up in 
196S through a merger of Inter¬ 
national Computers and Tabu¬ 
lators, English Electric Com- 

P uters and a small part of 
errand. At the time GEC and 


Plessey were the other main 
shareholders, each owning 18.2 
per cent of the equity. 

Io 1976 the GEC stake was 
divided between the NEB and 
Plessey to give both parties an 
equal holding of 24.4 per cent, 
with the Department of In¬ 
dustry's shares having been 
passed to the NEB. 

In January this year Plessey 
also said its holding through a 
market placing at 412p, a 6.4 
per cent discount on tbe then 
market price of 440p. At that 
time the NEB marginally in¬ 
creased its stake to 25 per cent. 

The sale of the ICL holding 
by tbe NEB has been widely 
expected, although the placing 
yesterday morning took the 
market by surprise. 

After ICL last week an¬ 
nounced a 22 per cent rise in 
full year profits to £45.7m, the 
new’ board of the NEB decided 
to take advantage of the subse¬ 
quent increase in the shave 
price. 

Among the other NEB stakes 
wbich could be on offer before 
the end of the financial year 
are Brown Boveri Kent, Fer¬ 
ranti and the unquoted Fairey. 

Interim profits from Ferranti 
are expected tomorrow but 
they are unlikelv to be in the 
same class as ICL. Internal and 
nationwide strikes will have 
cut them back from last year’s 
£3.2m to around the £3m level, 
whicb means the NEB will not 


have the same advantageous 
conditions for a share sale. 

However there is some specu¬ 
lation that, if no selling oppor¬ 
tunity presents itself before 
March, the NEB will let the 
deadline pass to get the best 
price for its holdings.

NEB yesterday announced an 
£80,000 investment in Doyce 
Electronics of Fakenham, Nor¬ 
folk, a small company which 
makes electronic test equip¬ 
ment for petrol and diesel 
engines.

The Prime Minister, Mrs 
Thatcher, found half an hour 
in her tight schedule of official 
meetings today to see Mr Paul 
Volcfcer, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board.

Mr Volcker has cancelled to¬ 
morrow's meeting of the Fed’s 
open market policy committee 
without explanation and some 
dealers interpret this as mean¬ 
ing no change is likely in Fed 

policy before the committee 
convenes on January 9. But 
some dealers suggest that pres¬ 
sures are building that could 
force the Fed to move to a 
tighter policy stance. 

The confusion rests partly 
upon lack of experience with 
rbe Fed's approach to monetary 
policy. In the old days''the 
prime credit easing and tight¬ 
ening tool used was the rate 
for federal funds. This changed 
on October 6 when the Fed said 


it would operate with targets 
for bank reserves playing a 
much bigger role than target 
interest rates. 

The Fed clearly has specific 
ideas on the relationship be¬ 
tween bank reserves growth 
and money supply growtb and 
some dear targets for bank 
reserves growth, although it 
has not announced these 
targets. 

It is aiming for an annual 
Ml growth rate of between 3 
to 6 per cent and latest data 
suggest it is right on target. 
The four-week moving averages 
show that Ml has increased in 
the last 13 weeks at a season¬ 
ally adjusted annual rate of 4.1 
per cent, with growth of 7.2 
per cent for the last 26 weeks 
and 5.2 per cent for the last 
52 weeks. These figures would 

not ' suggest any need for 

credit tightening. 

However, the bank reserves 
aggregates have shown sharp 
rises recently and this has con¬ 
vinced some analysts rhai the 
Fed will tighten policies sooo. 

The four-week moving aver¬ 
ages show a clear deterioration 
in the growth rate of total bank 
reserves, non-borrowed reserves 
and required reserves. The sea¬ 


sonally adjusted annual rate for 
total reserves was at 14.8 per 
cent, for the last 13 weeks 
against 12.6 per cent for the 
last 26 weeks and 3.5 per cent 
for the last 52 weeks. 

There are other reasons why 
some experts see rates moving 
back to higher levels. The 
pundits' at the Commercial 
Credit Corporation of Balti¬ 
more sav that “ with inflation. 
and inflationary expectations 
showing continued strength, the' 
Opec oil cartel meeting today, 
and seasonal credir demands 
upon the money markets, there 
may be further increases in 
money market rates ”. 

' At Bankers Trust, staff econo¬ 
mists reflect a widespread view 
in stating that “ until there are 
more convincing signs tbat the 
economy is weakening and that 
inflation is finally turning the 
corner, it is unlikely that 
interest rates will move down¬ 
ward quickly”. 

Solomon Brothers suggests 
that the recent rise in bank 
reserves may soon lead to higher 
interest rates and it anticipates 
such heavy demands for new 
financing in the public and 
private sectors durian 1980. 


Research bodies set new targets 


The six research establish¬ 
ments of the Department of 
Industry aim to do much more 
work far industry, and in par¬ 
ticular to increase the propor¬ 
tion that is aimed at results in 
five to 10 years’ time, accord¬ 
ing to Dr Duncan Davies, the 
department's chief scientist and 
engineer. 

Writing in a 1979 review of 
the establishments, published 
today. Dr Davies says: “ It is 
a little disappointin'; that our 
industrial nartnershin work is 
now growing only slowly and, 
although it cannot increase in¬ 
definitely. we want to incre?se 
our penetration more sharoly 
ovor the next year or two.” 

The six establishments are 
the National Physical Labora¬ 
tory, National Engineering 
Laboratory, Warren Snrina 
Laboratory, National Maritime 
Institute. Comnuter Aided 
Design Cenire and rhe Labora¬ 
tory of the Government 
Chemist. Their total funding 
for 1978-79 amounted to £29m, 
of which £4.3m came from in¬ 
dustry and £6m from other 
government departments. 

The proportion of the estab¬ 
lishments’ work “ aimed at 
future canahjJitv in fi-e to lb 
years’ time”, savs Dr Davies, is 
now considerably less than 10 
ye«*rs agn. “This preparatory 
work is, oF course, crucial to 
our customers: it is our seed 
corn. We hope to get more nf 
it paid for by them directly "

Energy savings, cost savings, 
improved safety and an im¬ 
proved working environment 
generally have been achieved 
for a relatively modest invest¬ 
ment by Rockware Glass of 
Knottingley, Yorkshire, , by 
changing from gas-firing' to 
electric neating for part of the 
company’s bottle-making pro¬ 
cess. 

Rockware has achieved no 
less than 85 per cent energy 
savings by the introduction of 
electric heating in the “fore- 
hearth” area. The new system 
is saving £4,500 every four 
months and should pay for 
itself in two years. 

It is perhaps paradoxical that 
heat js required to control a 
cooling process, but it is true 


in this case in the interests oF 
precision. Molten glass, on 
leaving the furnace ar 
1,250*C. is brought down to 
about 1,100’C before entering 
the stage at which the con¬ 
tainers are formed. 

This is done by passing the 
molten glass through Lhe fore¬ 
hearth, a process which ensures 
that the glass reaches a 
uniform temperature when it is 
dispensed _ so _ that it has a 
uniform viscosity when formed. 

If conditions are not 
uniform, problems such as poor 
form ability and uneven weight 
distribution play havoc with 
the fast, complex forming 
equipment 1 . Thus the forehearth 
is the vital last area of control 
in which the molten glass may 
be conditioned. 

Tn the conventional method 
of gas-Fired heating in the fore¬ 
hearth, heat is applied above 
the glass. The process relies on 
radiant heat transfer to the 
glass and thermal conduction 
through it. But glass is a poor 
thermal conductor. 

In the new method, elec¬ 
trodes are inserted directly into 
the glass. Apart From small 
losses in the electrical equip¬ 
ment. all the energy is trans¬ 
ferred to the glass. After five 
months of monitoring it was 
calculated that there would be 
n sevtna of 112.000 therms a 
tear (at 20p a therm).

Small iron 
foundries in 
jeopardy, 
report says 

By John Huxley 

- -Small iron foundries are clos¬ 
ing at such a rate that the local 
services they supply are. .now 
seriously threatened, according 
to a report published by an in¬ 
dustry working party today. 

The report says that: small 
craft' foundries are of'crucial 
strategic importance to . the 
economy. They provide a pro¬ 
duct on which the whole'of the 
. engineering industry, depends, 
that. is the one-off or short 
production run casting vital.for 
prototype, development, ~ for 
original equipment manufac¬ 
ture, for special purpose,' 
custom-built machinery or for 
replacement. parts where speed 

of response is vital ?. 

.Although an overall decline 
in demand for engineering cast¬ 
ings is expected; and - fewer 
foundries will be needed, the 
present rate of closure is too 
high, the working party has 
reported to . the Foundries 
Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee (Little Neddy}. 

The working party also found , 
that small craft Foundries had' 
problems unlike those of other i 
small companies and, therefore, 
required separate attention. ' 

In particular, they suffered 
from extremely cydlcal profit¬ 
ability, faced special environ¬ 
mental problems and had to 
make large investments relative 
to their turnover. 

Frequently, they charged un¬ 
realistically low prices because 
of the inadequacy of costing 
methods. For these reasons, the : 
small foundry sector had a 
record of poor profitability. | 

The working party believes! 
that the Inland Revenue should ; 
introduce a capital loan scheme 
and extend the carry-back of 
tax rebates to help foundry i 
owners cone with fluctuations 
in profitability. 

It calls on rhe Department of 
Industry to develop specific 
industrial expertise in its small' 
companies service and asks the 
Denartment of Trade to con-, 
sider sympathetically the merits 
of a possible agreement to co¬ 
ordinate the date of foundry 
price increases. 

The Department of the En¬ 
vironment, it suggests, should 
through its ad vice ■_ to local- 
authorities on the interpreta¬ 
tion of clean air legislation, en¬ 
courage the introduction of 
“ more reasonable ” demands on 
small foundries. 

Foundrymen can. also do 
much to improve profitability 
and efficiency. The. working 
party recommends especially 
that they concentrate on adding 
value to the castings they 
already sell, and do not rely on 
selling a greater volume, of 
castings in the future.

Waiting 
on Opec 


Hopes- that' the world nil picture woul£ 
'clear in 1980 to make oil Investment less .of 
a hit^arid-nuss' affair how' appear -ia have 
been dashed by the events in the run-up to 
the Opec meeting in Caracas. Last week’s 
initiative from the doves led by Saudi 
Arabia to take the sting out of the hawks’ 
more strident price demands appears to 
have been neutralized by Libya’s move to 
;lever up the general price level by putting 
up its price to more than $30 a barrel before 
the official two-day meeting got under way. 

And it looks increasingly unlikely that 
there will'be an'early return to the unified 
pricing structure which would help prevent 
tbe price leap-frogging of the past year. 

The Department of Energy ^sted. no 
rime yesterday fn letting it be known that 
North Sea oil prices would follpw Opec 
prices up sooner rather than later although 
there was little immediate follow through 
in North Sea. companies with large producing 
-interests. 

Current valuations for North Sea shares 
highly geared to the oil price—and by and 
large that means the smaller groups like 
Ultramar, Lasmo, Tricentrol although ICFs 
Ninian share is : now starting to influence 
even its level of profits—appear to be fully 
valued o.n current oi) prices. .. .

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The great high-wire hanking act 


In these last few weeks the world’s 
monetary and banking system has been-' 
passing through its worst crisis since 
1945. 

In the years since the 1973-74 oil 
price, explosion, the international bank¬ 
ing system has performed admirably 
the essential function of recycling the 
huge Opec surpluses to those countries 
that were in consequent balance of pay¬ 
ments deficit. This task is likely to 

become again more burdensome after 
the Opec meeting at Caracas. 

_ The root of the problem is. that the 
financial war between Iran and the 
United States has sent a spasm through 
the banking- system. The result of this 
spasm is an inevitable contraction of the 
system's capacity to perform the task 
it has undertaken in the last five years. 
The technical default on the Iranian 
borrowings, declared by the American 
banks led by tbe Chase Manbaxxen, has 
exposed the high-wire banking act for * 
wbat ix is, namely an act without much 
visible means of support. 

Two episodes from recent history 
threw this present crisis into high relief. 
First, Turkey. When the four leaders of 
the western world met together at the 
Guadeloupe summit in January they 
concluded that Turkey could! not be 
allowed to go bankrupt. . 

Turkey was a test case for the non* 
Comnuinist world. It does not qualify- as 
a “ Less Developed -Country ”. Jt has a 
democratic government. It is key to the 


southern flank of Nato, It must be 
saved. 

But most studies, including one com¬ 
missioned from leading western mer¬ 
chant banks by th> Turkish central 
bank, concluded that Turkey owed some 
SU.GOOm to banks and required 
SI-2,000m a year for the next five years 
to have any chance. Further, the sum 
should be committed in advance so that 
the Turkish Government could base 
rational medium-term planning upon it. 

After Guadeloupe the Germans were 
given the lead, in view of their close 
commercial and banking interests in 
Turkey. The initial promises were io 
the Order, of S15m from Britain* 
5100m from the United States and effec¬ 
tively nothing from rhe French. The 
Japanese indicated rhat they were less 
than interested because they had not 
been invited to Guadeloupe. 

Tbe conclusion is clear. The sums 
involved in these financial problems are 
way beyond wbat any national govern¬ 
ment can take, either in terms of its 
own budget or in terms of the willing¬ 
ness of its public opinion to shoulder 
massive aid burdens. 

Tbe second episode concerns the 
United Kingdom in the autumn of 1976. 
The initial Internationa] Monetary Fund 
position, when Mr Callaghan's govern¬ 
ment was faced with the great sterling 
crisis, was that there should be big 
public spending cuts, accompanied by 
a substantial devaluation of sterling. 


(The idea rhat the pound should go 
down to 51-50 was closer to the surface 
than the IMF now like to admit), in 
return for this package, the IMF, it 
seems, would even have been prepared 
to condone substantial import controls. 

The conclusion here is equally clear. 
The IMF has a very narrow mandate. It 
is concerned with providing finance to 
bridge temporary balance of payments 
deficits and it fines so on the basis of 
austerity pacakages designed to remove 
the deficits-within the short to medium 
term. 

The number of democratic govern¬ 
ments capable of imposing the 1976 
austerity package and surviving without 
doing fundamental damage to the fabric 
of their societies can probably be 
counted on the fingers of two hands. 

It Is symbolic that, when the IMF 
ream went on from London to Cairo, 
(heir prescription led to instant bread 
riots. It should be noted that tbe 
Turkish government of Mr Ecevic did 
not survive his negotiations -with the 
IMF in 197S-79. 

We are, however, not dealing with 
temporary payments deficits, but with 
long-term structural problems. Here the 
private banking system has the wrong 
terms of reference. It-has to do the 
financing, because no one else can. But 
it has to pretend to itself that it is act¬ 
ing nn the basis of hard-headed com¬ 
mercial reality. 

Most of the debtor countries in the 


world can only.'Service their existing 
debts promptly if they can take up new 
borrowings promptly. And here' lies the 
full significance-df-the-present spasm. 

Banks have no option but to roll over 
and re-phase existing loans. However 
bad the situation, they can only put a 
good face on it. But after', the events of 
these weeks they will collectively be 
very chary about entering into large 
new commitments. Bankers do not like 
having to explain to their shareholders ; 
why they are throwing more good loans 
after bad. 

The general shape of the solution is 
obvious. The private banking system 
will need strengthening and support to 
carry on its function. Governments can¬ 
not perform it. The IMF has neither 
the resources nor the right mandate for 
the main job, however useful its ordi¬ 
nary function. Private banks have the 
right mechanisms, if they can be sup¬ 
ported officially. 

Jointly or severally, governments and 
central banks will, be forced to set up 
some guarantee or insurance facility, 
run on commercial lines, with which (he 
■ private banks can lay off the heavy 
rountry risks which the system requires 
them to bear. 

A supranational Export Credits 
Guarantee Department might well serve 
as an initial model.'If something of this 
kind is not done rapidly, the present 
spasm will rapidly turn into something 
altogether more serious. 


How to keep the 
shop-floor in 
touch with reality 


Apbstolic calls for managers 
to go forth and spread the 
gospel, of what' the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Industry calls 
■“business realities” to em¬ 
ployees, are growing a little 
shrill. Having repeated the 
theme continuously daring the 
ksi month or so and sounding, 
he says, a little like “a worn 
out gramophone record ”, even 
Sir John Methven, the CBI's 
director general and one of the 
most fervent believers- in- the 
idea, is starting to sound some¬ 
what discouraged. 

This is nor surprising in view 
of the bombardment of indus¬ 
trial indicators showing con¬ 
tinuing poor 'productivity and 
soaring unit coses relative to 
those of our main competitor 
countries. 

It was not .until tbe CBT 
embarked on its business 
realities campaign last month 
that many business leaders 
recognized the size of the com¬ 
munications chasm which has 
opened up between manage¬ 
ment and workers. 

As an. example of just how 
wide that gap is, a recent sur¬ 
vey has shown 50 per cent of 
workers believe that companies 
in general are earning good 
profits. The reality is that 
overall profitability is at a 
record low. 

The same research has 
shown rhat . the majority of 
employees- would' have second 
thoughts about their pay claims 
if they thought their demands 
would damage future growth 
and investment. 


If they get it wrong then the 
lines of communication get in 
a tangle. 

The minimum drill set down 
in the CBI’s checklist of prac¬ 
tical steps for explaining busi¬ 
ness realities to people at work, 
starts with the drier executive. 
He is asked to give a formal 
explanation of the company’s 
performances and prospects at 
least twice a year, and prefer¬ 
ably more often, to all 
managers. 

But he can only do this if 
he understands what the per¬ 
formance and prospects are. He 
will, in addition, have to display 
a frankness which is by no 
means universal and which in 
the present dismal economic 
conditions may be thought to 
have undesirable repercussions 
nn shareholders and sources of 
finance.

Second thoughts

It has a . hard job. What is 
quite clear is. that a radical 
change in management as well 
as employee attitudes is needed. 
-The sad .trujh is that most 
middle and junior managers do. 
nor know the true profitability 
[or otherwise] of their opera- 
dons. 

If employees think profits are 
three rimes as high as the true 
figure, another CBI survey dis¬ 
covered that managers often 
think profits are.twice as hijth 
as they really a$e : ; 'and only six 
out of . ten managers could ex¬ 
plain how prbfits are calculated 
and name .tbe main items that 
-make up 1 ' *'• profit and loss 
account. : • 

These are the people who are 
supposed to be providing a 
direct link with the shop-floor. 


His understanding, of course, 
will be affected by the account¬ 
ing procedures of his company 
—and most companies are sriLI 
-wholly wedded to the historic 
cost - method. Traditional 
methods show that British 
Companies appear to be giving 
it return on investment of 15 
per cent. 

But real profits, taking into 
account the true cost nf re- 
placing'-^wora out - plant -and 
equipment and such things as 
restocking raw materials, 
amount to less than 3 per cent 
—the lowest figure ever 
recorded. 

If these global statistics, are 
broken down to individual 
company and plant level, the 
true picture may be more 
frightening than rhe pro¬ 
prietors care to contemplate let 
aloue pass on to the world in 
general, or their own workers 
in particular. 

Even, if the information is 
to hand, the most willing of 
managements may fall at rhe 
Inst hurdle as tbey attempt to 
get the' facts to the men on 
the shopfloor. For in. raanv 
heavily unionized plants with 
negotiating machinery built up 
probably over a very long 
period, it would simply be 
unthinkable for management in 
discuss the implications of a 
pay claim face-to-face with the 
men on the shop floor. 

Despite the difficulties, radi¬ 
cal action is needed. But given^ 
the scale of the problem, IF 
would be wrong to expect quick 
results. The danger is of giving 
up too soon,. .__

No respite for the 
shipbuilders 


British Shipbuilders set a pre¬ 
cedent' for itself yesterday by' 
publishing for the first time in 
its short life a half-year finan¬ 
cial statement. In contrast with 
the voluminous half-year state¬ 
ment of the loss-making British 
Steel Corporation the ship¬ 
builders’ 54-word long state¬ 
ment is a masterpiece of 
brevity. 

The shipbuilding organization 
restricted itself to stating 
simply that the trading loss for 
the first six months of rhe year 
had amounted to £53m and said 
that it “ believes ” that tbe 
trading loss for the full wjN be 
within the financial limit set 
by Sir Keith Joseph in the 
summer. This will involve keep¬ 
ing losses down to a level of 
£100m after raking account of 
assistance from the Goveru- 
'ment’s shipbuilding intervention 
fund which is used to provide 
a subsidy to narrow the gap 
between British prices and 
those oE overseas competitors. 

In its first nine months of 
existence, BS recorded a loss 
of £108m and last year, its first 
full financial year, the loss was 
£49.5m although that figure ex¬ 
cluded £12m in respect of re¬ 
structuring costs which fell 
outside the scope of the Govern¬ 
ment-set loss limit. 

Next year rhe accounting 
policies are being changed so 
that the loss in 1980-81 will 
have to be kept to £90m before 
money from the intervention 
fund is included. 

On that basis, and given th^t 
the Government has set a limit 
of £55m of intervention fund 
aid for next year (against £65m 
this year>, the corporation will 
be forced to reduce its trading 
loss to only £35m if all nf next 
year’s intervention fund money 
is lo be used. 

The storm cones have already 
been hoisted. Mr Philip Hares, 
managing director of finance at 
BS said recently : “ Strenuous 
efforts will have ro be made by 
ail concerned to achieve nur

targets. As far as cash is con¬ 
cerned we are in serious danger 
of not being able to live within 
the limits set by Government 

BS is operating with a cash 
limit of £250m for the current 
financial year but the corpora¬ 
tion is already in danger of over¬ 
spending and action has had to 
be taken to cut expenditure. 

Sir Keith Joseph has con¬ 
sistently made it clear that he 
considers that the tax-payer is 
not prepared to continue fund¬ 
ing unprofitable enterprises and 
that philosophy applies as much 
to BS as it does to British Steel. 

About half of this year's £65m 
of intervention fund aid has 
already been committed on rhe 
20 or so orders gained towards 
the corporation’s target of 45 
ships. This is the base-loan 
required to keep the merchant 
yards going through the two or 
three lean years ahead. 

The Government is still com¬ 
mitted to disposing certain of 
the BS assets to the private 
sector—■“ at the appropriate

The prospect of a national 
si eel strike has already sent 
shipyard purchasing managers 
scurrying in search of alterna¬ 
tive supplies and the strike, 
if it occurs, will certainly blow 
BS off its financial course. Like 
British Steel ibe shipbuilding 
orgauxation cannot afford a 
cost-of-living pay iucrease for 
its 77,000 workers and execu¬ 
tives will be appealing for 
common sense to prevail among 
the shipyard unions. 

Improved efficiency and pro¬ 
ductivity are now absolutely 
vital to BS if it is to get through 
its difficulties. But there are 
other ways in which costs 
could be cut. The continued 
existence of two prestige head¬ 
quarter blocks, one in Kniglits- 
bridge, London, and the other 
at Newcastle upon Tyne, is 
something which Sir Keith and 
his officials may start to ques¬ 
tion. 

BS has consistently argued 
that it is necessary to maintain 
two headquarters despite the 
duplication of office services 
and the not inconsiderable costs 
involved in executives commut¬ 
ing week by week between Lon¬ 
don ai\d the North-east.

6 rices. Costs of building in 
ritain are about 30 per cent 
higher than elsewhere but the

Much nf the delay involved 
in securing the much needed 
orders for Govan Shipbuilders 
on Clydeside last week ivir 
caused by the ES request 
lor the EEC Commission to 
approve a level of subsidy of 
hetween 25 to 30 per cent. The 
Commission, which is anxious 
to secure a progressive reduc¬ 
tion in state aid to srhipbulding. 
is taking a hard line on aid 
beyond agreed levels. It can be 
expecred to get even tougher.

Copper demand 
expected to stay 
‘at good level’ 

Paris, Dec 17.—-Leading French 
copper manufacturer Trefimetanx 
said ic. expects demand for semi¬ 
finished products to remain at a 
good level at least until the end of 
March, possibly until June, and 
then to slow down in The second 
half of next year. 

In a copper industry study, 
Trefimetaux said it is more 
moderate in its outlook than the 
majority of analysts who see a 
very mediocre year in 1980. It 
added 1979 has been a good year 
for European manufacturers, 
noting demand for refined copper 
rose 4 per cent against a 1.2 per 
cent increase last year, although 
worldwide demand rose only 3 per 
cent, against 5.8 per cent in 1973. 

Trefimetanx said 1979 world 
demand for refined copper will be 
around 9.8m tonnes against 9.5m 
in 1978. In th£ western world 
demand is put at around 7.4m 
against 7.29m. 

Western world commermaJ 
sttriltj of refined copper wifi have 
dropped 400,000 tonnes ro around 
1.1m tonnes by the end of this 
year, it said.
